IMPROVEMENTS ON PHYSICAL PLANT 
NOW UNDER Way!!! 


As we go to press with this issue of the 
LAMPLIGHTER, electrical contractor Henry Ball 
is hard at work on a rewiring project in the 
church.. This badly needed improvement was au- 
thorized by the Vestry at it's meeting of Feb- 
ruary 15th.’ The completed job, which will take 
two weeks, will provide us with safe, all new, 
wiring throughout the church and a new circuit 
breaker box in place of the fuse box currently 
in use, The new wiring is the recommended 
"100-A” type, with 150 amps going into the cir- 
cuit box in the basement, This will provide 
for any additional future needs. 


An accompanying proposal by the Phila. 
Electric Co, lighting consultant for the in- 
stallation of improved light sources in the 
church had to be temporarily shelved by the 
Vestry because of the prohibitive cost (some 
$2300.00), This light source would give ex- 
cellent reading light throughout the nave of 
the church (especially in the now unlit ‘side 


aisles) but would not affect the architectural 


appearance of the building due to its conceal- 
ment in the rafters of the roof. The fixtures 
now in use would also remain as decorative fix- 
tures with bulbs of greatly reduced wattage - - 
thus eliminating the current glare problem 
which makes many worshippers uncomfortable. We 
are hoping that a memorial gift or some other 
means of financing will makè this improvement 
available to us in the néar future. 


In addition to the wiring, the Vestry also 
authorized the repair of the three stained 
glass windows above the high altar. These 


(along with several others) are severely buck- 
led and, dispite stormglazing on the outside, 
leak -badly when we have rain or snow.

Three quarters of a century ago, the vill- 
age of the Falls of Schuylkill presented a 
different appearance from the present, and 
the cemeteries that now cover the hills 
between it and the city were in their in- 


fancy. The Ridge Road had long been a main ` 


avenue of travel, but many of the tracts 
that are now built up in rows of houses | 
were then woodland, or were occupied by 
country places of considerable size, 

Here and there only along the Ridge may. 
still be seen a few of the dwellings of 
an humbler sort that antedate that time, 


One of the ‘country places of that day was 
"Mount Peace,” on the site of the present 
cemetery of the same name, It was the home 
of Robert Ralston, the leading spirit in 
the establishment of the church which is 
the subject of this history. Mr; Ralston 
as well as others connected with the en- 
terprise, were members of St. James’ 
Church, Philadelphia, of which the late.. 
Rev. Henry J. Norton, D.D., was then the 
Rector. 


The minutes of the vestry take us back to 
April 30, 1846, when ‘a meeting ‘of gentle- 
men was called, at Mount Peace, upon Mr. 


Ralsten's invitation, for the purpose of .. 


considering the expediency of establish- / 
ing a parish church in the neighborhood, ` 
The meeting as it appears, was quite an i: 
efficient one for transacting business. 
It resolved to organize the proposed 
congregation, to choose twelve vestry- 
men, and to consider and adopt a form 
of. incorporation, which .it proceed- 
ed to do, in all details. The ves- 
trymen chosen were Messrs, Robert 
Ralston, George Blight, Cornelius 
S. Smith, Tobias Wagner, Charles 
Triechel, M.D., Philip M. Hagner,

Kempton. On the same day, and at the same place, the newly appointed 
vestry met, and organized, electing Messrs. Robert Ralston and George 
Blight, wardens, and the Rev, Henry J. Morton, temporary rector of the 
new church, He accepted the charge, and took the chair. Messrs, Rals- 
ton, Blight and Wilmer were forthwith appointed a Committee on Site and 
Plans for the church, and Messrs, Ralston, Smith and Griffitts a Com- 
mittee on By-Laws, which business being successfully accomplished, the 
meeting adjourned, 


It is said that the name of the Church was chosen with reference to the . 
greater St, James’ Church, Philadelphia, with which it had such close 

ties, And this also suggests the ideal which the organizers of the par- | 
ish seem to have had clearly in mind. Their purpose was :to build a 
church which should be a country house of worship, as similar as possi- 
ble to the best type of such a church that England could furnish, a ver- 

itable home of retirement and meditation, a quiet house of prayer. In 
the carrying out of this project the influence of the Oxford Movement 
was consciously felt, its echoes having then for several years been 
heard in America. 


It was only ten days before another meeting was held to hear from the 
Committee on Site and Plans, and the convincing reasons in favor of the 
present beautiful site were stated as being, first, proximity to the 
Falls Village and to the population across the river; second, a central 
position in the triangle formed by St. Luke’s, Germantown; St, Matthew's, 
Francisville, and St, David's, Manayunk, each two and a half miles dis- 
tant; third, a sufficient distance from railroads and noisy or dusty 
roads; fourth, proximity to the Ridge Road as a means of access, and 
fifth, the commanding eminence of the location. The site was approved, 
subject to the possibility of making suitable terms for it, At a third 
meeting in June the committee was authorized to accept it if it should 
be offered to them, and finally, at a meeting on July 27th, tender of 
the property by the Laurel Hill Cemetery Company was reported and accept- 
ed with thanks.

TOOLS 


Archaeologists have not found 
an ancient carpenter shop in- 
tact. However, individual tools 
of various periods have been found. The carpen- 
ter’s saw (Isaiah 10:15) was a thin blade of bronze 
or iron with teeth cut into one edge. The ax (Jere- 


miah 10:3) or adze, was used for smoothing off 
wood. Chisels were made of iron or bronze. Ham- 
mers were similar to those of today. 

Other tools were the mallet, used with the chisel in 
chipping out holes or grooves in the wood; a metal- 
bladed plane came into use in Palestine by the time 
of Jesus; the awl was useful for making small holes 
in the wood for starting the drill point; the plum bob, 
or plummet was a familiar tool to determine the per- 
pendicular; the carpenter also had rules of wood in 
various lengths marked off in fingers, or digits, 
palms, spans, half cubits and cubits. 


Those passing the inter- 
section of Hunting Park 
Ave. and Clearfield St. in 
recent: days have had their 
attention drawn to Saint 
James the Less’ Church by 
a bright new sign which has 
been erected on the corner 
of the churchyard. The sign

hung until the church was 
closed and sold. The cost 
of the removal of the sign 
from St. John's, it’s re- 
painting and erection at 
St. James the Less, was al- 
most completely covered 
through the generosity of 
Mr. Edward F. Kendall, of 
Plam Beach, Fla., an anon- 
ymous donor and the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society of this 
Parish. Our appreciation 
and gratitude is extended 
to them. 


CHAPTERS IN OUR HISTORY; csse... III 


This original-lot was of about an 
acre, being, 350 feet on Lamb Tavern 
Road (now Clearfield Street), 400 
feet on Nicetown Lane (now Hunting 
Park Ave.) and about 250 feet at the 
base of the triangle. fhe church 
plan, which was subequently adopted 
and carried out, was proposed at the 
June meeting. The plans were furn- 
ished by the honorary secretary of 
the English Ecclesiological Society, 
formerly the Cambridge Camden Soci- 
ety, who was frequently consulted 
during the progress of the work. The 
church was designed to be in most 
respects a reproduction of Saint 
Michael's, Long Staunton, Cambridge- 
shire, and its erection was author- 
ized at that same meeting at a cost 


not to exceed $3,000. The contractor 


was Mr, John E. Carver. 

At a meeting on August 5th, the 
Rev, Dr. Morton tendered his resig- 
nation as rector, to take effect 
upon the appointment of his success- 
or, and the Rev, D.H. Macurdy was 
unanimously chosen ata salary of 
$300, per annum, The ‘Rev, Mr, Macur- 
dy took charge at once and remained 
for a year. In October estimates for 
the erection of the church were 
approved, Each member of the vestry 
had ‘previously been requested to 
raise $200,00 towards its erection. 
On October 28th the cornerstone was 
laid by the diocesan, the Rt. Rev. 
Alonzo Potter, D.D., The collection 
of funds, however, proceeded but 
slowly. From January 1, 1847, the 
rector's salary was made $500, and 
a few years’ later this was raised to 
$700. 

It however appeared that the cost 
of the church building would exceed 
the 6stimates. The original contract 
had been for 
been increased to $6,960. by addit- 
ional items, The work proceeded dur- 
ing 1847 and it became necessary to 
raise money on notes to meet pre; 
ing obligations. Through 1847 and 
1848 lack of stone and other delays 
besides the lack of funds hindered 
its progress, but when at last the 
-church was completed, the statement 
of the committee was amply borne out

After. two. ineffectual elections to 
the rectorship, on St. Andrew's Day, 
1847, the Rev. Christopher B, Wyatt, 
in Deacon's orders, was unanimously 
chosen and accepted, 

At this time in the history of the 
Church the activities of the vestry 
were almost continuous, and their 


troubles, mainly financial, were 
very great. In the year 1847, for 
instance, there were sixteen meets’ 
ings.

It will be noted that Bishops Onderdonk, Stevens and Whittaker are 
laid at rest in the beautiful Church-yard. 

On September 10th, 1849, the seal of the Church was adopted. It con- 
sists of a device showing the west end view of the church surrounded 
with the words: “Sigillum Ecclesiae S. Jacobi Minoris, 1846." This seal 
has continued in use up to the present time. 

In 1850, Mr. James Minton, of Stoke-upon-Trent, England, presented to 
the Church a beautiful reredos and the Vestry passed a resolution thank- 
ing him for his gift, and at the same time, congratulated his house for 
the liberal and careful execution of the flooring tiles which had been 
so much admired, In 1913 it became necessary to remove all of these 
tiles when the cement floor was placed in the church, The greatest care 
was exercised in removing them and replacing them as nearly as possible 
exactly as originally laid, and with great success.

The city of Philippi was œ Roman colony. Of interest to Bible 
students is the market place, for there Paul and Silos were 
accused of being trouble makers (Acts 16:12, 16-24). 


The morket place or forum (agora) where the rulers presided, 
was in the center of the city. The magistrates (v. 19) or praetors 
(v. 20) conducted the questioning. They were attended by 
lictors (vv 35, 38) who carried the rods ond axe which was a 
badge of authority. Christianity is associated with the market 
place in these early days. The disciples preached where the 
people were — carrying on their everyday business in the open. 
Thus Christicnity developed os the early disciples went “from 
place to place.”

CHAPTERS IN OUR HISTORY............V 


In February, 1848, the Rev. Mr, Wyatt was ordained to the priesthood 
and he remained in charge until Aprii, 1851. 


The Vestry desired to purchase from the Laurel Hill Cemetery Company 
the balance of the present lot, that on which the old Rectory and Parish 
house formerly stood and on which the Sexton's house now stands, carry- 
ing the property to the line of Thirty-third Street, and this was finally 
accomplished in 1851, 


Jn May, 1850, the total indebtedness of the parish, amounting to about 
$14,000. and chiefly resulting from the erection of the church, was fund- 
ed as a lien upon the burying grounds in bonds of $100. each, made re- 
ceivable in payment for lots, the interest being guaranteed for three 
years by members of the vestry. The church was then consecrated by the 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Potter, on Trinity Sunday, May 26, 1850, there being 
present the Rev, Messrs. Odenheimer, Bonner, Billup, Ogilby, Peters, 
Brunner, Bournes, Muhler, and the rector. Bishop Potter himself preached 
the sermon. 


On April 16, 1851, the Rev. Mr, Wyatt resigned the rectorship, and 
years afterward his remains were laid at rest in the Church-yard. In 
August the Rev. Andrew Mackie was chosen rector and remained for about a 
year, at a later date serving on the staff of the Philadelphia City 
Mission. While at St. James the Less he took an active part in the work 
of the Retreat School for Young Ladies, on School House Lane. A committee 
appointed to obtain plans for a rectory reported in December, and the 
rectory was built the next year. During the early months of 1853, the 
rectorship was vacant, but on April 29th the Rev. Anthony Ten Broeck was 
called from the charge of a successful boys’ school in the District of 
Coluubia, and the rectory was enlarged to accommodate such a school. The 
total expenditure for these additional grounds and buildings was $13,500. 
The Retreat School was finally closed in 1853, the lady in charge, Miss 
Spaford, having resigned and it being impossible longer to retain the 
property on School House Lane rented for the purpose. That school, al- 
though a constant expense, was considered to have served a very useful 
purpose. Mr. Blight resigned as Accounting Warden in 1855. From 1882 un- 
til his death, however, he served as Rector’s Warden. 


After the resignation of Fr. Ten Broeck, in 1856, the Rev. C.M. Parkman 
became locum tenens for a few months.

Word has come from Church 
House that the Church of 
St. James the Less will be 
included in an “Area Con- 
firmation Service" to be 
held at St, Simeon's Church 
9th & Lehigh Ave., on Sun- 
day, November 13th at 4 in 
the afternoon. The Rt. Rev, 
A, Ervine Swift, Assistant 
to Bishop DeWitt, will ad- 
minister the Sacrament. In 
addition to the Confirma- 
tion, Evening Prayer and a 


sermon will complete the 
service, 
Other parishes partici- 


pating in the area Confir- 
mation include St. Simeon’s 
(the host parish), Christ 
Church, Franklinville, St. 
Ambrose’, and All Souls’ 
Mission to the Deaf,

BISHOP SWIFT TO CONFIRM CLASS ON NOV. 13th 


INSTRUCTED EUCHARISTS WELL 
RECEIVED THIS SUMMER 


A number of parishioners 
have informed the Rector 
that they found the in- 
structions given with the 
late Eucharist, on three 
seperate occasions this 
Summer, to be most helpful 
in their ‘understanding of 
the service and.a meaning- 
ful replacement of the ser- 
mon for the day. 


Held in conjunction with 
the use of a free standing 
altar in the nave of the 
church, the service consis- 
ted of a regular celebra- 
tion of the Eucharist dur- 
ing which the Rector's 
Warden, Mr, Joseph Meiris, 
acting as lector, gave the 
instruction from the pul- 
pit. An instruction cover- 
ing one portion of the ser- 
vice was given on one Sun- 
day each in June, July and 
August. 


Many of those who were 
unable to attend all three 
sessions of the instruction 
due to vacation, have ask- 
ed that it be repeated dur 
-ing the Winter.

Dr. Watson resigned on De- 
cember 6th, 1869, : and was 
succeeded by the Rev. Robert 
Ritchie, who was elected on 
March 29th,-1870, and accept- 
ed the call to the rectorship 
on May ist.

SYNOPSIS OF SEPTEMBER VESTRY MINUTES 
A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on September 13, 1966, at 8 p.m. inthe Rectory. There were present: 
Fr, Joseph and Messrs, Kent, Evans, Grieger, Hoffman, Harwood, Meiris, 
Yoast, Grimes and Funk, 


Mr. Evans, the Accounting Warden, reported that all current bills had 
been paid and that he had a bank balance of $4,000, He also said that 
48,700. had been spent on major repairs between Jan. 1 and June 30, 1966 
In general, his figures indicated that the income of the church for 1966 
has been and will be sufficient to pay all of its normal operating expen- 
ses, but that other funds will have to pay for the major repairs which 
have been made and any future major repairs for the remainder of the 
year. 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Committee on Church Property, presented a 
list of things to be done when funds become available to pay for them, 
and spoke particularly with respect to installing storm windows in the 
rectory kitchen and in the room occupied by Fr. & Mrs. Joseph's child, 
which would cost about $100. Action on this matter was deferred. Father 
Joseph reported that the wall on the South side of Clearfield St., be- 
tween the driveway and 33rd St., is in great need of repair and present- 
ed an estimate of $778. for the work, which is probably about 5% less 
than it will actually cost. No action was taken on this matter. - 


The meeting then discussed the alternatives to employing an assistant 
sexton, since no applicants for this position have appeared. 


Mr. Evans reported on behalf of the Finance Committee that the funds of 
the church were fully invested. 


Mr. Meiris, Chairman of the Committee on Christian Edueation, reported 
that the Sunday School had opened with 22 children in attendance the 
first day. He said there were 10 in the Confirmation class. 


In the absence of Mr. Daly, Chairman of the Committee on Evangelism, 
Fr, Joseph reported that the house tour, including St. James the Less’ 
Church, sponsored by the Women’s Medical College, would take place ‘on 
Sunday, Oct. 9, between 2 and 5 p.m. He asked that four vestrymen volun- 
teer to be at the church during those hours to show visitors around. 


Mr. Grieger, Chairman of the Committee on Memorials, reported that the 
church had received checks totaling $15.00 in memory of Mrs. Bertha M., 
Schroeder. This money will be used for the purchase of large péw size 
Prayer Books for the church, “ 


In taking up unfinished business, it was reported that the bill for the 
renovation of the sexton’s house had been paid and that the change in the 
lighting of the driveway and the repairs to the rectory chimney and the 
driveway retaining wall had been completed. Fr. Joseph also said that 
some repair work had been done .on the garage doors but that they were 
still in very unsatisfactory condition. 


There was discussion of having an Associate Vestry and/or a rotating 
vestry. The proposal for an Associate Vestry was favorably regarded and 
will be discussed further, i 

It was decided that the next meeting will be held on Monday, Oct. 10th, 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 9:45.

SYNOPSIS OF OCTOBER VESTRY. MINUTES ' 


A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on Octoter 10, 1966, at 8 p.m. in the Rectory. There were present: 
Fr. Joseph and Messrs. Clarke, Daly, Funk, Grieger, Grimes, Harwood, 
Hoffman, Kent, Meiris and Muschamp. 


Mr, Meiris, Rector’s Warden, spoke of the progress that had been made 
during the previous year and the need for an Associate Vestry and for 
committees that were more self-sufficient. 


In the absence of Mr. Yoast, there was no formal report of the Property 
Committee. However, Mr. Clarke stated that he had not been able to con- 
tact Mr. Heckmann to find out when he would start painting the exterior 
woodwork of the Parish House, Rectory and Sexton's house, He said that he 
estimated the total cost of this work would be about $6,000., including 
the replacement of wood too decayed to paint. ‘ 


Mr. Daly, Chairman of the Committee on Evangelism, reported that atten- 
dance was holding up and that about fifty people had visited the church 
in connection with the tour sponsored by the Women's Medical College. On 
motion by the Rector, there was a vote of gratitude extended to Messrs. 
Daly, Hoffman, Funk and Walter Bates, who had beenat the church from two 
until five o'clock on Sunday and had greeted all the visitors. 


On behalf of the Property Committee Chairman, whowas absent, the Rector 
presented estimates for installing five storm windows in the Rectory at 
a cost of $74.40, and new doors on the garages in the amount of $529.00. 
A resolution calling for this work to be done when the Accounting Warden 
affirmed that sufficient cash was available, failed to receive a majority 
vote. A substitute resolution was then passed which permitted the instal- 
lation of the storm windows only. An additional resolution to contract 
for the repair of the retaining wall- on Clearfield St., between the drive 
and 33rd St. was defeated after much discussion. Following this vote the 
Property Committee was directed to obtain another bid on this project. 


There was further discussion on substitutes for an assistant Sexton. 
Mr. Clarke pointed out that Saturday help anda professional grounds con- 
tract would approximate $2.00 an hour cost. The view was expressed that 
it would be better for the Church to have a full-time assistant Sexton. 
Mr. Hoffman was to approach one possible candidate for the job. 


The Rector appointed the Wardens and the committee chairmen as a spec- 
ial committee, headed by Mr. Meiris, to meet and report on the number of 
Associate Vestrymen who should be elected and the manner of their elec- 
tion. 


The Rector reported that Yale Industries, Ine., of Manayunk was making 
a study of the physical property of the Church and would make recommenda- 
tions for a long term program of rehabilitation, 

In view of the heavy work load of the Accounting Warden, itwas suggest- 
ed by Mr. Meiris that thought should be given to an assistant, or possi- 
bly to the election of a Treasurer. 


Two lay representatives of the Diocese then joined the meeting and dis- 
cussed the needs of the Diocese for funds. 


It was decided that the next meeting be held on Monday, Nov. 14th, 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 10:30.

A very great improvement of the Churchyard was carried out in 1897, by 
the construction of massive masonry retaining walls along Hunting Park 
Avenue and the drive at the southwestern corner of the yard and the 
filling in of the low lying space at this point, giving a much needed 
improvement to the grounds as a whole and providing many more burial 
lots. This improvement cost $21,566. 


An addition to the sexton’s house consisting of a lengthening of the 
building, providing for two rooms, was carried out in 1902. 


Following the death of the Rev. Robert Ritchie, in 1907, the Rev, Ed- 
gar M. Cowan was made Minister-in-Charge, until April 31st, 1907. Fr. 
Cowan had been Curate since April, 1906.

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SYNOPSIS OF NOVEMBER VESTRY MINUTES 


A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on November 14, 1966, at 8 p,m. in the Rectory, There were present: 
Fr. Joseph and Messrs. Clarke, Daly, Evans, Funk, Grieger, Grimes, Har- 
wood, Hoffman, Kent, Meiris, Muschamp and Yoast. 


Mr, Evans, Accounting Warden, presented a report stating that the Church 
had had a cash balance at the beginning of the year of $17,600; the re- 
ceipts had been approximately $24,700; the expenditures had been about 
$34,700; and the present balance is, therefore, about $7,600. Of the ten 
thousand dollars of expenditures in excess of receipts, major repairs had 
accounted for approximately $9,400. Mr. Evans expected that he would have 
a year-end cash balance of about $9,700., unless he is required to pay 
for the painting of the exterior woodwork before the end of the year. 


In response to a request from the Diocese to state how much the Church 
would voluntarily donate for missionary purposes in 1967, it was decided 
to give $2,000, the same amount as in1966, The Parish'’s Diocesan assess- 
ment for 1967 will be #877. 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Property Committee, reported thata used re- 
frigator had been given to the Parish and installed in the Parish House 
kitchen, He also stated that there was a small overhead pipe leak in the 
old pool room and in the roof of the Ladies’ rest room, and was directed 
to have the plumber repair the pool room leak and to obtain estimates of 
the cost of repairs to the roof. 


Fr. Joseph presented the report of Yale Industries, Inz., proposing re- 
pairs to the stone work of the Church property, the cost of which would 
aggregate $27,480, Fr. Joseph stated that in addition, he had been advis- 
ed that the organ needed repair work costing between $9,000 and $12,000. — 


It was reported that the services of an assistant sexton had been ob- 
tained for up-to forty hours a week, beginning after 4:30 on weekdays, 
and all day on Saturdays and Sundays. He is being paid $2.00 an hour. 


Mr. Evans presented a proposed budget for 1967, showing income and dis- 
bursements of $35,000. 


Fr. Joseph reported that he had received contributions for the Schroe- 
der memorial, which were sufficient to purchase eight large size Prayer 
Books. After discussion, it was decided to purchase sixteen of these 
books, so that one could be placed in each pew on the center aisle. Fr. 
Joseph also said that he had received funds for the Leaman Memorial, the 
use of which had been left in his discretion. He decided to have conceal- 
ed lighting installed over the high altar and in the sanctuary and choir 
and to put up a small plaque which would show in whose memory they had 
been provided. 


A letter was read fromthe East Falls War Memorial Association, remitt- 
ing $85.00 to the Church from its funds, which it was distributing among 
nine churches in East Falls or its vicinity. 

The Rector reported that Mrs. Florence Jeffries Armbruster, of Paris, 
had given a white humeral veil and a red set of Mass vestments to the 
Church, 

It was decided that the next meeting be held on Tuesday, Dec. 13th. 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 9:50 p.m.

Church a fund of $4,000. to 
properly maintain it for ever and also to pay for ringing the chimes. 
It was dedicated by the Rt. Rev. Thomas J, Jaggar, acting for the Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, on February 5th, 1910. The chimes are operated by elec- 
tricity and in 1922, Mr. Wanamaker also placed in the tower a set of 
electrically operated chimes, ringing the hour and quarter hours. The 
clock is not visible on the outside of the tower. 


The church as originally planned had no cellar exceptasmall room for 
the heater between the north and south doors, The tiles in the main floor 
rested directly on the ground. It was consequently cold and damp. In 
1913, contracts were made by which the entire floor of the churchand 
chancel were removed, a very large cellar excavated and covered with a 
damp-proofed concrete slab over the entire floor on which the original 
tiles were relaid. A complete vapor system of heating was installed and 
electric lighting introduced at a total cost of about $7,500.

Mr. Evans, the Accounting Warden, reported that all bills had been paid 
and that he hada balance in the bank of approximately $7,000. He present- 
ed a working budget for 1967, a copy of which is attached. 


A vote of thanks was tendered to the Property Committee and the Sexton 
for the improvements which had been made in the Parish House kitchen. It 
was suggested that an automatic hot water heater be installed. 


Mr. Meiris, the Rector’s Warden, reported that pledges for 1967 were 
higher than in any previous year and he attributed this to the.fact that 
more information concerning the affairs of the Church was being furnish- 
ed to the congregation. s, 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Property Committee, reported that the paint- 
ing of the exterior woodwork of the Parish House, Rectory and Sexton's 
House had been completed but that no new wood had been installed, except 
for the rear door of the Parish House, and that much of the woodwork that 
had been painted was rotten. It was decided that the bill for this work 
should not be paid until Messrs. Yoast and Harwood had surveyed the work 
that had been done and until Mr. Clarke had talked to Mr. Heckmann, the 
contractor. 


Fr. Joseph reported that the work on the sanctuary lighting would be 
started on Jan. 15th, and that he had received an estimate from Yale In- 
dustries, Inc., concerning the cost of repairing the roofs of the Parish 
House, the Rectory and the church. The aggregate cost of such work, to- 
gether with other necessary restorations, would amount to about $75,000. 
This matter was referred to the Finance Committee, whowere instructed to 
report at a special meeting of the Vestry to be held in January. 


Mr, Daly, Chairman of the Evangelism Committee, reported that the Nov. 

. attendance at all services had been 535. The average attendance on Sun- 

days at 8 a.m. was 27, and at 10 a.m. was 79, an average Sunday total of 
106. He also stated that 127 were in attendance on Loyalty Sunday. 


Mr. Meiris, as Chairman of the Special Committee onan Associate Vestry, 
. presented a draft of his plan and stated that he would present a revised 
draft at the February meeting. He indicated that the maximum size of the 
Associate Vestry would be twelve. 


It was reported that the Every Member Canvass had resulted in pledges 
totaling $10,140, 


It was agreed that the repainting of the Parish Hall would be started 
by the sexton in January, and he was authorized to obtain the necessary 
paint. 


The Rector reminded the meeting that the Diocesan Convention would meet 
on Friday and Saturday, January 20th and 21st. 


It was decided to hold a special meeting of the Vestry on January 9th, 
to consider the report of the Finance Committee referred to above.

In 1916, a group of. build- 
ings was designed by Messrs. Stewardson and Page to stand on the newly 
vequired lot,- They consisted of a Rectory at the east end, a Parish 
House and a Sexton's House at the west end, planned of local grey stone 
with slate roofs and Indiana limestone trimmings, to match the early 
English Gothic of the church. 


The late Mrs. H., Wilson Catherwood, who for many years had taken a 
great interest in the Parish, erected the Parish House in memory of her 
daughter, Caroline Reynolds Tucker, at a cost exceeding $40,000. At the 
same time the Vestry erected the Sexton's House (now the Rectory) from 
Parish funds, ata cost of $11,026. It was proposed to build the Rectory 
as soon as the necessary funds could be obtained. 


The corner stone of the Parish House was laid on the Feast of the 
Transfiguration, August 6th, 1916, by the Rev. A.J. Arnold, acting for 
the Bishop, and Benediction of the Oratory and Parish House on Dec, 15th 
1917, by the Rt. Rev. Thomas J. Garland, Bishop Suffragan.

SYNOPSIS, OF JANUARY VESTRY MINUTES 


A special meeting of the Vestry of thé Church of St. James the Less was 
held on January 9; 1967, at 8 pimi, in the Rectory. There were present: 
Fr. Joseph and Messrs, Clarke, Daly, Evans; Funk, Grieger, Grimes, Har- 
wood, Hoffman, Kent, Meiris,; Muschamp arid Yoast, 


Mr. Clarke, Chairman of the Finance Commi, presented that committee's 
report concerning proposed repairs to the Church property asawhole, and 
a possible means of paying for, or financing, them. In part, the report 
stated: “The Committee accepted the fact that there are many things that 
need attention, although the order of priority and the immediacy of at- 
tention is subject to further review and thought...The total cost figures 
-(forthe proposals at hand) come to about $72,000 as submitted. To fi- 
nance such an expenditure a 20 year loan ora line of credit borrowing 
has: been suggested...The Committee is unanimous. in recommending against 
these two methods of financing the proposed costs of repairs...If it is 
imperative to go into an immediate “Reconstruction and Rehabilitation" 
program larger than the figure of $5,243. budgeted for repairs in 1967, 
the ‘Finance Committee recommends the sale, if it is legally possible, of 
sufficient securities of the “Permanent Fund" of the Church to pay for 
the project, rather than the incurring of debt and the resulting interest 
charges...The sale of securities having a present market value of $72,000 
would permanently reduce the income of the Church by about 43,000, but 
borrowing such a sum from a. financial institution would.involve the pay- 
ment of a substantially greater amount each year...The loss of $3,000 of 
income a year could be compensated for only by an average increase of %20 
a year in the contribution of each family, in excess of what they have 
pledged for 1967. To restore the princivle of the Permanent Fund would 
require an average gift of almost $500 ver family. Borrowing, however, 
would be even more costly. It is obvious, therefore, that the greatest 
restraint must be exercised inany Reconstruction and Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram. The Finance Committee, therefore, believes that any such progran 
should be limited to items which are of such compelling necessity that 
failure to them out at this time would result in great injury to 
the buildings and other tangible property of the Church; and that work 
which would result only in greater convenience, a better appearance, or 
-~ some similar advantage, should be undertaken only when it can be paid for 
from sources other than the Permanent Fund." . 


Mr. Clarkesupplemented the report by stating that he had engaged Henry 
R. Eitzen, an engineer, to make a survey of the Church's property which 
would include a statement of the work which has tobe done, its cost, and 
the priority which should be assigned to it. He said that he expected 
this report would be ready by the Feb. meeting. 


Mr. Funk reported that he had commenced a study of the right of the 
Church to use the Permanent Fund for repair work. His findings, so far, 
indicated that there appeared to be no insuperable legal impediment to 
using at least part of the Permanent Fund for restoration. However, a 
prerequisite to such use would be the amendment of the By-Laws of the 
Church and the approval of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 


After explanation, approval was given the Accounting Warden for payment 
of the Heckmann bill for exterior painting. 


It was decided to hold the next Vestry meeting on Monday, Feb. 6th. 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 9 p.m.

All the remaining ground between Clearfield and Lippincott Streets and 
between 32nd and 33rd Streets was purchased. The development of the sur- 
rounding ground on the new and much lower street level left the property 
of the Church on a higher plane, requiring the construction of new re- 
taining walls on Clearfield and 33rd Streets, together with the grading 
of the whole tract and the sloping of the banks on Lippincott and 32nd 
Streets and part of Clearfield Street. The cost of this work amounted to

IN SHAMELESS DEFENCE OF ORTHODOXY. 


(Being an Editorial, in part, from 
THE LIVING CHURCH magazine of July 
3, 1966). 


We have been catchingitfrom all 
sides recently for our offense of 
being - or even trying to be - or- 
thodox. Shame on us! Don't we know 
that: 


Orthodoxy is dull and heresy live- 
ly, orthodoxy stupid. and heresy 
brilliant, orthodoxy’: hypocritical 
heresy honest, orthodoxy timid and 
heresy adventu7ous, orthodoxy irrel- 
evant, medieval, moss-backed, hide- 
bound, sterile, while heresy is rel- 
evant, contemporary,young, vibrant, 
creative? 


Maybe our trouble, at least part 
of it, is that years ago we read a 
book by aman named G.K. Chesterton. 
The man actually made out that may- 
be orthodoxy is a good thing. At 
any rate, here is what he said about 
it, and we submit this to our read- 
ers with the thought that though it 
may be hideously medieval ~-1 reac- 
tionary, it may also be relevant - 
and that, we all agree, is what mat- 
ters. 


"People have fallen into a fool- 
ish habit of speaking of orthodoxy 
as something heavy, humdrum, and 
safe, There never was anything so 
perilous or so exciting as ortho- 
doxy. It was sanity: and to be sane 
is more dramatic than tobe mad, It 
was the equilibrium of aman behind 
madly rushing horses, seeming to 
stoop this way and to sway that, 
yet in every attitude having the 
grace of statuary and the accuracy 
of arithmetic. The Church in its 
early days went fierce and fast with 
any warhorse; yet itis utterly un- 
historic to say that she merely went 
mad along one idea, like a vulgar 
fanaticism, She swerved to left and 
right, so exactly as toavoid enor- 
mous obstacles. She left on one hand 
the huge bulk of Arianism, buttress- 
ed by all the worldly powers to make 
Christianity too worldly. The next 
instant she was swerving to avoid 
an orientalism, which would have 
made it toounworldly. The orthodox 


Church never took the tame course 
or accepted the conventions; the 
orthodox Church was never respect- 
able. It would have been easier to 
accept the worldly power of the Ar- 
ians. It would have been easy, in 
the Calvinistic seventeenth century 
to fall into the tottomless pit of 
predestination. It is easy to beia 
madman: it iseasy to be a heretic, 
It is always easy to let the age 
have its head; the difficult thing 
is to keep one's own, It is always 
easy to be a modernist; as it is 
easy to be'a snob. To have fallen 
into any of these open traps of er- 
ror and exaggeration which fashion 
after fashion and sect after sect 
set along the historic path of 
Christendom - that would indeed have 
been simple, It isalways simple to 
fall; there are an infinity of 
angles at which one falls, only one 
at which one stands. To have fallen 
into any one of the fads from Gnos- 
ticism to. Christian’ Science would 
indeed have been obvious and tame. 
But to have avoided, them all has 
been one whirling adventure; and in 
my vision the heavenly chariot 
flies thundering through the ages, 


tithe dull heresies sprawling and 


prostrate, the wild truth reeling 
but erect.”

S OF FEBRUARY VESTRY MINUTES 


A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on Feb. 6, 1967, at 8 p.m., in the Rectory. There were present: Fr. 
Joseph, and Messrs, Clarke, Daly,Funk, Grieger, Grimes, Harwood, Kent , 
Meiris, Muschemp and Yoast. 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Property Committee, stated that Mr. Henry R. 
Eitzen, the engineer who had made a survey of the property of the Church, 
had reported that the wall along Clearfield St., between 33rd St. and the 
driveway, was badly cracked and that there was substantial risk of its 
collapse. Complete replacement of the wall would cost $11,000. Mr, Yoast 
recommended that the dirt 8 feet to the rear of the wall be removed to a 
depth of 4 feet, that the wall be brought down to a new level of between 
‘5 and 6 feet, and thata slope be made between the top of the reconstruc- 

i Se wall and the present level of the ground, on which ivy could be plan- 
ted. 


The Rector reported that the City had found 15 violations of the Elec- 
trical Code in the Parish House, the Sexton’s house, and the church. The 
expenditure of 4285. to correct these violations was approved. 


Mr. Harwood and Mr. Rutherford received the gratitude of the Vestry for 
the work which they had done in painting the Parish Hall. Mr. Yoast call- 
ed for a "Painting Party" to complete the work. 


Mr. Daly reported that the ushers are now assisting Mr. Evans by count- 
ing the Sunday offering and preparing the same for deposit. 


Mr. Clarke presented the report of Mr. Eitzen, and the Secretary was 
requested to furnish copies of it to all members of the Vestry so that 
they could study it carefully and be prepared to discuss it at the March 
meeting. On motion duly made, seconded and unanimously adopted, the pay- 
ment of $850. requested by Mr. Eitzen as compensation for the report was 
approved with the understanding that he would make no further, charge for 
consultations with the Vestry or the Property Committee in further deal- 
ing with this matter. 


Mr. Clarke presented the appraisal of Mr. Henry L. Willet covering the 
stained glass windows in the Church, which showed an aggregate value of 
$32,500, An appraisal fee of $100. was paid for this service. 


Mr. Funk proposed the adoption of an amendment to Article XII of the 
By-Laws which would permit the sale of unrestricted securities to cover 
the cost of repair work needed on the Church buildings and property. Cop- 
ies were distributed to all members of the Vestry and final action will 
be taken at the March meeting. 


The Rector and Messrs. Meiris and Harwood reported on the Diocesan Con- 
vention. 


Mr. Meiris reported that he would draft an addition to the By-Laws cov- 
ering the Associate Vestry and present it to the March meeting. 


The Rector announced that the Very Rev. Robert M. Wainwright had been 
chosen as the new Archdeacon of the Diocese and that Archdeacon McCarty, 
who has become the Program Development Coordinator, will attend the Spring 
meeting of the Convocation of North Phila. whichwill be heldatSt. James 
the Less on May 9th. 


It was decided to hold the next Vestry meeting on Monday, March 6th.

— were prepared by Wilfrid Edwards Anthony, of New York, bids were receiv- 
ed and, on June 27, 1927, the Vestry authorized the work at an estimated 
cost of $32,500. The contract was awarded to Irvin S. Grinrod, son of a 
former Sexton, and the building completed early in 1928, at a final cost 
of $39,183.42. As constructed, the new addition harmonizes with the Par- 
ish House and has a commanding view to the west. : 


In 1927, a new organ was presented to the Church by J. Horace Harding, 
in memory of William H. Harding and Catherine B. Harding. It occupies the 
same place in the church as the old organ installed in 1876. Itwas built 
by Hilgreen, Lane & Co. The case was designed by Wilfrid Edwards Anthony 
and built by W.F. Ross & Co., of Boston. It was dedicated by the Rector 
on November 23, 1927, followed by a recital and, later, by a tea at the 
Parish House. It wasat this recital and tea that Elizabeth Dobson Riddle 
offered to build the enlarged Sacristy inmemory of her parents: John and 
Sarah Schofield Dobson, The building was completed in 1928.

sore SYNOPSIS OF MARCH VESTRY MINUTES 


A regular meeting.of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on Mar. 6, 1967, at 8 p.m., in the Rectory. There were present: Fr, 
Joseph and Messrs, Daly, Evans, Funk, Grieger, Grimes, Harwood, Hoffman, 
Kent, Meiris Muschamp and Yoast. 


Mr; Evans, the Accounting Warden, submitted the financial statement for 
the year ended Dec, 31, 1966, Income fromall sources, plus bank balances, 
totalled $72,174.88. Current expenses were $41,924.22; special parochial 
expenses were $6,097.92; work outside the Parish was 43,138.71; or total 
expenses for all purposes of $51,160.85, leaving a bank balance, as of 
1/1/67, of 421,010.03 (of which $4,050.29 belongs to the Churchwomen), Of 
special note was the fact that pledges received during 1966 totalled $8, 
017.00, an increase of $2,300.00 over the previous year. 


Mr. Yoast, the Property Committee Chairman, stated that a medisine cab- 
inet for the women’s room in the Parish House, which was donated by Dr. 
Joan Mary Roberts, had been finished and would soon be installed. He also 
reported that Mr. Fabry, who repairs the organ, had informed him that it 
has deteriorated to the point where repairisno longer possible, and that 
an expenditure of at least $9,000. will be required to restore the organ 
to proper condition. At the moment, certain portions of the organ have 
been cut off so that only a limited number of notes can now be played. 


Mr. Yoast also stated that his committee had met to discuss Mr. Eitzen's 
report on the condition of the physical plant. This indicated that about 
$43,000. would be required to repair the Parish House and Rectory and the 
committee felt that prierity should be given to repairs to the church. He 
therefore suggested that an effort be made to sell the block of land on 
which the Parish House and Rectory stand and to build new facilities on 
the ground now occupied by the Sexton’s house. Extended discussion then 
followed before it-was decided that further study needed to be given to 
all these problems, except the restoration of the organ, and on motion 
duly made’ and seconded, itwas resolved that "the repairs of the organ be 
made at a cost of approximately $9,000.00 provided a donation of $4,000. 
is made by the Churchwomen out of their savings account,"

The heavy arches 
supporting the interior walls are carried on short pillars alternately 
round and octagonal, and the narrow nave, without clere-story windows is 
impressive in its apparent dim height and length.

est. James the Less, the author 
of an inspired epistle, was also 
one of the Twelve, St. Paul tells 
us that he was favored by a special 
apparition of Christ after the 
Resurrection. On the dispersion of 
the apostles among the nations 
St. James was left as Bishop of 
Jerusalem; and even the Jews held 
in such high veneration his purity, 
mortification, and prayer, that 
they named him the Just. The ear- 
liest of Church historians has 
handed down many traditions of St. 
James’ sanctity. He was always a 
virgin, says Hegesippus, and con- 
secrated toGod. He drank no wine, 
wore no sandals on his feet, and 
but a single garment on his body. 
He prostrated himself so much in 
prayer that the skin of his knees 
was hardened like a camel's hoof. 
The Jews, it is said, used out of 
respect to touch the hem of his 
garment, He was indeed a living 
proof of his own words, 'The wis- 
dom that is from above first indeed 
is chaste, then peaceable, modest, 
full of mercy and good fruits." He 
sat beside St. Peter and St. Paul 
at the Council of Jerusalem; and 
when St. Paul at a later time es- 
caped the fury of the Jews by 
appealing to Caesar, the people 
took vengeance on James, and cry- 
ing, 'The just one hath erred,' 
stoned him to death.”

Mr. Meinis, the Rectoris Warden, said that he was discussing with certain 
members of the Parish their willingness to become members of the Associate 
Vestry and had found that there was some confusion as to the difference 
between the Vestry and the Associate Vestry. He also reported that as a 
result of the abstract of the minutes of the last Vestry. meeting which had 
appeared in THE LAMPLIGHTHR, a good deal of anxiety concerning the possi- 
ble sale of the Parish House and Rectory property had been aroused, 


It was decided ‘that the Church Property Committee should hold a meeting 
witn the Finance Committee and should formulate a program to be submitted 
to the next meeting of the Vestry concerning the restoration of the Church 
buildings and discussion of such a program was, therefore, deferred. 


They Rector stated that the churchwomen had agreed to contribute $4,000.

Mr. Funk reported : that while his study of the Permanent Fund was not 
complete, ashe still hadamunber of old wills to examine, he saw no legal 
impediment. to using a portion of the Permanent Fund for the restoration of 
the Church property if, as.a financial matter, it should be deemed appro- 
priate to do so.

An open letter to members and friends 
of the Church of St, James the Less: 


The Church of St. James the Less is facing dif- 
ficult times! Consultants whose services have been 
securred by the Vestry have found .the need for 
close to sixty-eight thousand dollars worth of re- 
pairs to the church and Parish buildings. An addi- 
tional nine thousand dollars worth of repair is 
required on the organ and close to seventeen hun- 
dred dollars worth of repair work is needed on the 
stained glass windows of the church, sacrasity and 
This amounts to a total of some seventy- 
eight thousand, six hundred dollars ($78,600.) in 
needed repairs, What can we doabout this problem? 


As is already known, much has been done over the 
past two years to deal with the problem of deter- 
loration to our physical plant. The Vestry has 
already used the surplus Parish funds, of several 
thousands of dollars, in order to attack many of 
the major problems that heretofore existed. Spe- 
cial gifts received at our 120th Anniversary cel- 
ebration in 1966, have been applied to repairs to 
the church windows and outside lights. The Benevo- 
lent Society and the Churchwomen have been most 
generous in meeting other repair and restoration 
needs. All of this is now in the past and major 
hurdles are yet ahead! 


“Thankfully, the parishioners of St. James the 
Less have caught a real vision of the meaning of 
the stewardship of their money. Increased pledges 
last November permitted the Vestry to designate 
five thousand dollars of this year's budget for 
repairs. This amount, together with agenerous gift 
of four thousand dollars from the Churchwomen, has 
. (continued, over) 


permitted the Parish to contract for the much needed repairs to thé organ. 
Still ahead are the repairs to buildings, property and stained glass win- 
dows. 3 


The Vestry committees on Finance and Property want to retain possession 
and use ofall of the buildings and property now owned by the Church. This 
means that little, if anything, can be excluded from the current list of 
needed repairs, The Finance Committee notes, however, that any large in- 
vasion of the Permanent Fund of the Parish would severely cut future in- 
come needed for our general operating expenses. The marginof relief from 
this Fund is, therefore, quite slim. In view of this, the Property and 
Finance committees have met together and set up a priority list for the 
several repairs needed. Only that work will be attempted for which a rea- 
sonable assurance exists that funds will be available and no debt will 
have to be incurred, 

It is true that we sincerely hope that parish giving in the years im- 
mediately ahead will continue to provide funds to allow the Vestry to bud- 
get, each year, the same five thousand dollars (or more!) that it was able 
to do so--this- year. Nonetheless, -it ts easily recognized that this proć- 
ess would not permit the Parish to meet its repair needs at a pace faster 
than current deterioration is taking place. We have to: search out other 
means of resolving our problem, therefore, if it is to ‘be resolved at all. 
We must quickly reach the point where our efforts are extended toward 
"preventive maintenance” rather than repairing damage already done! 


The Rector and Church Wardens of St. James the Less earnestly solicit 
your support, We welcome and will gratefully receive any and all free-will 
gifts (no matter how small) which friends and members of this Parish are 
able to give towards our repair needs. In addition, we heartily encourage 
the Vestry Committee on Ways and Means, the Benevolent Society, Church- 
women, and all other Parish organizations to bend every effort to- 
wards the legitimate raising of funds for this purpose. To keep you in- 
formed of the progress being made in this area we will construct and post 
in both the church vestibule and the Parish House, a giant thermometer- 
chart indicating our needs as over against funds raised to meet them, 


Finally, but most important of all, we solicit your fervent and contin- 
ued prayers, as well as your cooperation, that this venture may meet with 
success,

SYNOPSIS OF MAY VESTRY MINUTES 
A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on May 8, 1967, at 8 p.m. in the Rectory, There weré present: Fr, 
=~ Joseph, Mrs. Jones and Messrs. Bates, Clarke, Evans, Funk Grieger, Grimes, 
Harwood, Hoffman, Kent, Meiris and Yoast. z CEN 


Mr., Evans offeredamotion that the report of the tellers at the Parish 
Meeting that Russell Kent had been elected to the fourth place ‘on the Ves- 
try, be treated as conclusive despite the subsequent discovery of a mis- 
count of the ballots, After discussion, the motion was duly adopted by a 
vote of 10 to 1, 


The election of officers and the appointment of the Rector's Warden and 
the Vestry committees then took place. (These are listed elsewhere. ) 


Mr. Clarke, the Chairman of the Finance Committee, reported that his 
committee had held a joint meeting with the Church Property Committee and 
that another joint meeting would be held in the near future with Mr. 
Eitzen, the engineer. He said that the group had decided to give priority 
to repairs to the church, the wall on Clearfield St., the Sexton’s house 
and the Rectory and to defer anything except emergency repairs to the Par- 
ish House until some future date. He stressed the severe loss of income 
which the Church would suffer by using its capital in the Permanent Fund 
to pay for rehabilitation and repairs and urged that all Vestrymen bear 
this constantly in mind. He also said that he was obtaining a new apprai- 
sal of the Parish House-Rectory lot, but it was the consensus of the two 
committees that any sale of this property was undesirable and should be 
made only as a very last resort. 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Committee on Church Property, questioned the 
liability ‘of the Church in case it permitted the establishment of a Tot- 
Lot and some child or other person should be injured. Mr. Clarke agreed 
to discuss with the insurance broker the extent of the present liability 
insurance carried by the Church. 


Mr. Meiris, Rector’s Warden, urged that further consideration be given 
to electing different persons as Accounting Warden and Treasurer, 


The Rector reported that Mrs. Stover, the daughter of Mr. Kindon, had 
indicated that she wished toestablish a memorial to her father, The Rec- 
tor had read her a list of the memorials under contemplation and she had 
promised to consider this and make her choice. from it. 


Mr. Funk reported that the Charter had been approved by Judge Sloane on 
April 12, and had been recorded on April 13 in the office of the Commis-

PROPOSED LITURGY GAINS 2 TO 1 APPROVAL 


Parishioners of Saint 
James the Less approved 
the proposed new "Liturgy 
of the Lord's Supper" by 
a margin of better than 
2 to 1, whenthe rite was 
used, with the approval 
of Bp. DeWitt, on Sunday 
June 11th, The "Liturgy" 
will be presented to the 
General Convention of the 
Church in September with 
request for a three year 
period of trial use. 


The features of the new

SYNOPSIS OF JUNE VESTRY MINUTES 


A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on June 13, 1967, at 8 p.m. in the Rectory. There were present: Fr. 
Joseph, Mrs. Jones and Messrs. Bates, Clarke, -Grieger, Grimes, Harwood, 
Kent, Meiris and Yoast, together with Messrs. Daly, Miller and Sugden of 
the Associate Vestry. G ; 


In the absence of the Accounting Warden, the Rector reported that he had 
been advised by Mr, Evans that pledges were coming in satisfactorily and 
that all current bills were paid. À 


Mr. Meiris, Chairman of. the Christian Education Committee, reported on 
the recent teacher's meeting and advised that the Sunday School closed on 
Sunday, June 11th and that certificates were issued to the students. 


A report on Church Property and Finance was made jointly by Mr. 'Yoast 
and Mr, Clarke, Mr. ‘Clarke read Mr. Funk's letter to the Diocesan S$tand- 
ing Committee together with Mr. Clarke's letter of May 15, 1967, regard- 
ing the necessary minimum repairs, followed by the information obtained 
by Mr. Funk from the Standing Committee, as follows: 

"the Standing Committee of the Diocese concluded that ithad no jur- 
isdiction under Canon 16 of our use of the Permanent Fund for the restor- 
ation of church property, but that it had reviewed and considered a mem- 
orandum from the Comptroller of the Diocese which I understand took a neg- 
ative view of this project. I have been promised an official letter.” 


Fr, Joseph stated that he had contacted the Church House and léarned 
that the Comptroller's feelings were that we should borrow the money rather 
than sell securities in order to finance the repairs. Mr, Clarke then 
stated that the average return on our invested fund was at 4% and if the 
sale was made our income would be reduced by $1200, per year. If we bor- 
rowed the money the interest rate would be at a minimum of 6% and possi- 
bly more, which would cost us $1800. per year. Discussion was held on the 
pros and cons of the matter and it was agreed that we would have the First 
Pennsylvania Company analyze the securities with a recommendation for sale 
in a priority order or retention and borrow. 


Fr. Joseph advised that the contract had been let on the Wanamaker Chimes 
and that work would be commenced by late September at the latest. 


The Rector received a letter from the Daily News noting that the Church 
will be featured in one of their Saturday editions under “Historic Church 
-ês of Philadelphia.” 


It was decided to hold the next Vestry meeting on Tuesday, Sept. 12th, 
in the Rectory,

Zee MONEY-CHANGING 
AND BANKING 


(This installment is a quo- 
tation from the Dec,, 1931, 
issue of TIE CHURCH NEWS of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania) 


An altar, the gift of Mrs, 
William J- Taylor, has been 
erected in the Church of St, 
James the Less, Falls of 
Schuylkill, “In loving mem- 
ory of six-geerations of one 
family who rest here in 
Christ." These words, incis- 
edinthe face of the mensa, 
refer to the Newbold family 
long identified with the par- 
ish, The donor's father, the 
late John S. Newbold and her 
brother, the late Clement B. 
Newbold, served on the Vestry 
of which another brother, Mr. 
John’ Sargent Newbold was an 
active member. Bishop Taitt 
consecrated the altar, and 
celebrated Holy. Communion 
upon it for thefirst time, 
on the feast of St. Simon and 
St. Jude. Daily Mass, which has been said for more than seven years in 
St. Joseph's Chapel in the Parish House, is hereafter to be offered reg- 
ularly at the new altar. Its positionat the head of the south aisle, the 
usual location for the second altar of the normal church building, accord- 
ing to traditional usage, marks itasa Lady Chapel, that is one dedica- 
ted to Our Lady, St. Mary, the Mother of Our Lord, InSt. Michael's, Long 
Stanton, in Cambridgeshire, England, the pattern for St. James the Less, 
there is a piscina in the wall in that place, as also beside the high al- 
tar, and at the head of the north aisle as well, This shows that the chur- 
ch, which is shorter by one bay than St. James the Less, had three al- 
tars before it was desecrated by the Puritans, whose armies made unusu- 
sae thorough depredations in those parts, by reason of their long stay 

ere, 


The temple authorities in Jerusalem, in Christ's day, ac- 
cepted only Tyrian coins as equivalent to the “holy 
shekel” in which the temple dues had to be paid, Hence 
Roman dinars, Attica drachmas, and other coins, had to be 
changed for “holy-shekels.” The money-changers satin 
m outer court of the temple and made this exchange 
of coins,

The front of the new altar has in the center a cross, from whose arms 
depend small characters, Alpha and Omega, and whiċh divides it into two 
panels, each showing a lamb. This design, chosen by the donor, is taken 
from an ancient tomb in Ravenna, and represents the faithful, who are 
fed by the Good Shepherd. The architect, Wilfred Edwards Anthony, con- 
sulted with Mr. Francis Taylor, son of the donor and curator of the art 
museum in Worchester, Massachusetts, The work ‘was done in Italy and 
erected by the Joseph Sibbel studios. Mr. Anthony also designed the or- 
gan case, the sacristy, the rectory addition, the decorations of Saint 
Josephs Chapel, and the white frontal of the highaltar, executed by St. 
Hilda Guild.

CHURCH'S GENERAL CONVENTION TO MEET SEPTEMBER 17 TO 28 


ANGLICAN - R.C. UNITY 
COMMISSION MEETS 


Anglicans and Roman Cath- 
olics have resumed their 
joint studies onthe possi- 
bilities of unity. An an- 
nouncement from the Vatican 
said the preparatory com- 
mittee would hold its sec- 
ond meeting August 30th to 
September 4th, in Taplow, 
England. The first session 
was held in Gazzada, Italy, 
last January. 


The joint commission be- 
came a reality after the 
conferences between the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Most Rev. Arthur Michael 
Ramsey, and Pope Paul VI, a 
year and a half ago, It is 
hoped that at the second 
session the completion of a 
draft of the Gazzada report 
will be completed, 


As at the first commission 
gathering, the delegation 
of Anglicans will be headed 
by the Bishop of Ripon, the 
Rt. Rev, J: R. H, ‘Moortian,

Convention is being asked to make 
numerous changes in the way the 
Church operates. These changes in- 
clude: strengthening the office of 
Presiding Bishop; making the Execu- 
tive Council more truly the decis- 
ion-making body between Convent- 
ions; allowing diocesan bishops to 
be elected to other sees; getting 
rid of distinctions between so-call- 
ed "missionary districts" and dio- 
ceses; tying representation in Con- 
vention more closely to size of Di- 
ocese; permitting women the right 
to be elected to Convention; and 
offering overseas jurisdictions 
more autonomy. 


In program areas, the changes pro- 
posed are numerous and major, too, 
Convention is being asked to make 
theological education an integral 
part of the Church's total mission 
strategy. Strategy itself and the 
way it develops will be thoroughly 
discussed. Dioceses and parishes are 
being asked to replace fixed quota 
giving with voluntary self-assess- 
ment for work beyond their boundar- 
ies. New work in urban mission, 
stewardship, and evangelism is ur- 
gently requested. The Church's MRI 
relationships overseas need to be 
continued and expanded. And the 
placement, pay and pensions of cler- 
gymen are definitely part of the 
Seattle agenda. Many of the nagging, 
seemingly perennial problems faced 
by Episcopal churches today can be 
traced, directly and indirectly, to 
the unrealistic, pauperizing pay 
schedules for priests, 


Unity, COCU, structure, Prayer 
Book revision, strategy, steward- 
ship, theological education, evan- 
gelism, MRI, urban mission, place- 
ment, pay and pensions -- the list 
of major issues and the decisions 
required look staggering for the 
some 1,200 brave bishops, priests, 
and lay persons whowill make Seat- 
tle their home this coming Septem- 
ber as official representatives to 
Convention and Triennial.

THE REAL ISSUE is simply the ans- 
wer to the question: “Are we going 
to be a truly national Church?” In 
an uncanny way, almostevery single 
major item before Convention depends 
on the answer to this question, Try 
it out yourself. Take unity. Or 
structure. Orevangelism. Or clergy 
salaries. Can we Episcopalians in 
the United States continue as a 


loosely-organized confederation of 


some ninety geographical units and 
do justice to these subjects? Can 
we continue as ecclesiastical con- 
gregationalists and do the jobs we 
must do together in nation and world, 
much less the pressing tasks we must 
do together at the diocesan level? 


No group of Christians in the world 
can outmatch Episcopalians in loy- 
alty, dedication, tenacity and other 
resources, But we never seem to be 
able to put everything together at 
the same time with the same goals 
firmly in mind, Perhaps that is what 
the Lord had in mind for us, But 
perhaps He has more in mind for us 
today. 


The Episcopal Church -- not just 
Episcopalians. The thought is a 
heady one. It will take more pat- 
dence, trust, maturity, risk and 
good old interdependence than we 
have been able to muster 
time. Let us pray that every pro- 
posal in Seattle will be faced in 
terms of this real issue we have 
managed to sidestep so adroitly 
since 1789.

WHAT THE CHURCH EXPECTS (cont. )

6. Expects each member to say daily 
morning and evening prayers and to 
say grace before meals. (B.C.P.pp. 
587-600) 


7. Requires every member to observe 
a measure of abstinence on the fast 
days within the Christian year. (B. 
CaP. 5 pe, Li) 


8. Expects every communicant, when 
ill, to inform his minister if he 
desires the Holy Communion brought 
to his home; also, to inform his 
minister how many others will com- 
municate withhimat this time. (B. 
C.P., p. 321)

R.C., ANGLICAN THEOLOGIANS 
FIND AGREEMENT ON CONFIRMATION 


A group of Roman Catholic and 
Anglican theologians from Eng- 
land said recently that their 
Churches are in agreement on the 
theology and practice of the 
sacrament of Confirmation, 


After a conference, they issu- 
edastatement saying there were 
minor differences, but none that 
"would separate usas Churches” 
or be more significant “than we 
should expect to find between 
members within our respective 
communions.” 


The statement was given as the 
private opinion of the theolo- 
gians. They represented the 
Anglican diocese of Southwark 
and the Roman Catholic Archdi- 
ocese of Southwark, 


In their statement, the theo- 
logians said they shared "a com- 
mon unease about our practice 
and consequent theological un- 


* derstanding of the rite.” 


They said confirmation could 
not be properly understood apart 
from_baptism arid called for "the 
restoration of the traditional 
order of baptism, confirmation, 
and first communion.” 


Msgr. Alan Clark and Bishop 
John Robinson led their respec- 
tive delegations. Archbishop 
Igino Cardinale, apostolic del- 
egate to England visited.

VESTRY VOTES STOCK SALE; MOVES TO BEGIN REPAIRS 


The Vestry of the Church 
of St, James the Less has 
voted unanimously to sell 
$30,000. worth of unre- 
stricted Endowment secur- 
ities so that emergency 
repairs to the physical 
plant can be begun in the 
shortest possible time.

RAMSEY SEES UNION WITH ROME 


That there will be an eventual re- 
union of Anglicanism and Roman Ca- 
tholicism in which there will be 
“diversity in practice,” is the ex- 
pectation of the Most Rev. Arthur 
Michael Ramsey, Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, who stated this view in a 
taped NBC television program "Fron- 
tiers of Faith.” He made this state- 
ment in reply to a question put to 
him by newsman Elie Abel, He said 
that he did not foresee "total as- 
similation” of Anglicans and Roman _ 
Catholics, but that he thought there 
would be “a sufficient agreement on 
the content of Christian doctrine.” 
Dr, Ramsey said that there is “much 
less" danger now than a few years 
ago that the world's 43 million 
Anglicans would split over a reun- 
ion with Rome because “the ecumen- 
ical movement is becoming far more 
an involvement of all with all."

and national lodge. They pay dues, 
they attend meetings, they make now 
and thenanextra physical or finan- 
cial contribution; but generally 
their membership is apart from the 
decisions that direct their lives. 
This is not at all what Christ has 
in mind, 


When God gathered the Jews togeth- 
er for’ their first great assembly 
ratified by acovenant, they learn- 
ead of the Ten Commandments and of 
their unity inservice tothem. They 
became His elect, He their guide. 
They prayed, complained, 2n sacri- 
ficed to Him with this unity in mind. 
He spoke of them as His people who 
were to honor Him as a people, as 
an assembly of God. They understood 
this quite clearly. The Jews knew 
of their unity, Itwas one of their 
strengths against their enemies, 


The Church of the New Covenant was 
presented to the world out of an 
assembly. The apostles were gather- 
ed together when the Holy Spirit 
came to anoint them, to send them 
fearlessly into the world with the 
good news of salvation, This was a 
Sunday. On subsequent Sundays the 
Christians were quite sensitively 
aware of their need to gather to- 
gether as a unit, to praise God in 
their community of prayer and offer- 
ing. 


To understand clearly the point 
of this, you must understand that 
Christians felt ot only the néed 
to attend Mass (this was not accent- 
cd; it was presumed), but the need 
to gather as a congregation and to 
offer Mass together. Members of a 
community, scattered during the 
week, met on Sunday to become newly 
aware of their oneness in Christ. 


At first they met early, for in 
pagan Mediterranean countries in 
early days, Sundaywas just another 
working day. Later they gathered in 
the later morning, always as a con- 
munity, usually with their bishop 
as representative, to offer their

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COMMON MASS WITH ROMAN CATHOLICS? 


Members of the Workshop on Ecumen- 
ism of the 1967 Roman Catholic Li- 
turgical Week approved a resolution 
asking ecclesiastical authorities 
in several denominations to permit 
common celebrations of the Eucharist 
during the 1968 Week.of Christian 
Unity, observedevery January. Much 
of the argument over the resolution 
was over why common celebrations 
should be requested for only one 
week, One nun taking part summed up 
the mood when she said they were 
asking for approval’ for a specific 
week "being perfectly aware it is 
the comel's nose inside the tent 
anyway." The workshop was attended 
by theologians and others from sev- 
eral churches. 


ROMAN CHURCH ANGLICANIZING 


The Rev, Gregory Baum, Roman Cath- 
olic theologian and editor of the 
journal called THE ECUMENIST, said 
recently that he would describe the 
"changes going on in the Roman Cath- 
olic Church at this time...by the 
word "Anglicanization." 


Fr, Baum delivered a series of 
five lectures entitled “Christian 
Unity: Rome and Canterbury," spon- 
sored by St. Paul's Episcopal Ca- 
thedral, Buffalo, N.Y. He said that 
his view that the Roman Church is un- 
dergoing “Anglicanization"” is based 
on its new outlook since Vatican II: 
being faithful to the past, to'tra- 
dition; encouraging the biblical in- 
Sights of the reformers; finding 
trends of high and low church in 
Roman Catholicism; growing with con 
-temporary liturgy; exhibiting a 
healthy non-conformism. He added: 
"Catholics are not quite willing to 
Swallow everything they hear from 
the pulpit, are not quite willing 
to take uncritically what is written 
in an ecclesiastical document even."

Mass. Itwas an assembly of persons 
united in one prayer, not a group 
of individuals praying individually 
at a common sacrifice. In spite of 
difficulties (that St, Paul speaks 
of inhis rebuke to the Corinthians) 
which tend to separate neighbor from 
neighbor, the unity of all Christ- 
ians at the sacrifice was an ideal 
in the early Church, and through all 
the years well upto the thirteenth 
century. Then a change took place, 
and that change affects our think- 
ing even today. 


It was well on to the fourteenth 
century, we are informed by Church 
historians, that the instinctive 
practice of Christians was to gather 
together asacommunity, never as a 
group of individuals; and tobe with 
their bishop quite commonly, for he 
was head of the community. This was 
not merely an instinctive practice, 
however; it was a matter of Church 
legislation: persons were to attend 
the sacrifice in their. own commun- 
ity. But it came about by the in- 
fluence of the mendicant orders that 
Christians were permitted toattend 
the sacrifice in places other than 
their community churches. Private 
oratories were initiated and Masses 
which drew persons from their own 
community multiplied. As a result, 
legislation which demanded that per- 
sons attend Mass together as a com- 
munity passed out of existence. 
Christians grew parochial, even 
"private," in their thinking, The 
result wasaloss of asense of com- 
mon action at sacrifice. 


The tradition of silent and “in- 
dividual" attendance has so taken 
over in our hearts that we now find 
it difficult to believe we have been 
patterned after a deviation. Thus 
we cannot know, either in our edu- 
cation or our practice, of any other 
way of attending the Eucharistic 
sacrifice, While all the language 
and all the symbols called for com- 
mon action, we remained solitary as 
oysters inaheap. We are not to be 
blamed for this, since this is the

way of change. We are its victim as 
well as its heir, Butwe can become 
guilty of obstruction if we fail to 
be vital with the Church today. For 
this reason the Constitution on the 
Liturgy states: 


“The Church therefore earnestly 
desires that Christ's faithful, when 
present at this mystery of faith, 
should not be there as strangers or 
silent spectators. On the contrary, 
through a proper appreciation of the 
rites and prayers, they should par- 
ticipate knowingly, devoutly, and 
actively. They should be instructed 
by God’s word and be refreshed at the 
table of the Lord's body; they should 
give thanks toGod; by offering the 
Immaculate Victim, not only through 
the hands of the priest, but also 
with him, they should learn to of- 
fer themselves too, Through Christ 
the Mediator, they should be drawn 
day by day into ever closed union 
with God, and with each other, so 
that finally God may be all in all." 


Thus today we are experiencing 
various revisions of parts of the 
Mass. Let's admit that all are not 
satisfactory. Let’s admit that some 
of them, here and there, offend good 
taste. Let's admit also that many 
of them have made ourattendance at 
Mass more significant, that today 
we are coming to appreciate more 
clearly the communal nature of the 
Eucharistic sacrifice. 


We are in some ways pioneers; the

good work that we do will live af- 
ter us, We are at the beginning of 
a growth; we can't prevent it any 
more than we can hold back the tide, 
But by our cooperation and our in- 
telligent criticism, we can make the 
change a better one, one that will 
become more permanently a part of 
our worship, so that soon in the 
community of our own parishes we 
appreciate our unity as Christians 
because of the sacrifices we offer 
together, because of the way we of- 
fer these sacrifices together. 


The Mass should make us more aware 
of the full meaning of the Church, 
of the social implication of the 
Church, of the truth that we are our 
brother's keeper and that we serve 


Christ when we serve our neighbor. 
Membership in the Church can never 
be a private matter; it is by its 
whole nature something social. Our 
sacrifice of the Eucharist can make 
this clear tous each time we offer 
it together with our neighbor, 
through Christ the priest, to the 
Trinity of Persons in heaven. 


The liturgy is the great means we 
use to express in our own lives, and 
make clear to others, the mystery 
of Christ and his Church. We reach 
Christ through the sacraments, and 
others reach Christ through us. Of 
all the liturgical actions, the Mass 
is most excellent, for the inner re-

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SYNOPSIS OF SEPTEMBER VESTRY MINUTES TS Sa 


A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St. James the Less was 
held on Sept. 12, 1967, at 8 p.m., in the Rectory, ‘There were present: 
Fr. Joseph, Mrs, Jones, Messrs. Bates, Clarke, Funk, Grieger, Grimes, 
Kent, Meiris, Yoast, and Associate Vestrymen Brett, Miller and Sugden. - 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Property Committee, reported that Mr, Eit- 
zen would deliver specifications on repairs to the church property with- 
in the next few days, so that bids can be obtained, It was stated that 
the roofs of the church and the Rectory and the Clearfield St. wall would 
be given priority. The Rector stated that a community work party intend- 
ed to make repairs to the floor of the gymnasium. s 

Mr. Clarke, Chairman of the Finance Committee read communications re- 
garding the financing of church property repairs and then offered the 
following resolution which was passed unanimously: 

Resolved: That the Finance Committee hereby is authorized to sell 
securities in the Permanent Fund of the Church, to be selected by it, 
having a market value of approximately 30,000, and to cause the proceeds 
to be reinvested in certificates of deposit issued by a banking institu- 
tion until such time as funds may be needed to pay for the restoration 
of the Church property. 


Mr. Meiris, Chairman of the Christian Education Committee, reported 
that the attendance at a meeting to discuss the Church School had been 
disappointing, but that registration had taken place on Sept, 10th, and 
that five classes would meet, ranging from a nursery to one for children 
nine years of age. Out of a possible 29 children, 18 had been registered. 
He said there was a serious question as to the future of the Church School 
in subsequent years, 


Mr, Batés, Chairman of the Evangelism Committee, said that a recreat- 
ion program was being started in cooperation with the community and the 
eity Dept. of Recreation. He also outlined approaches that he is taking 
toward broading the scope of interest in the Church, 


Fr. Joseph spoke of the activities of the Civic Association, which will 
help to pay for the heat and light used in connection with the recrea- 
tion program. He said that there had been 50 parents at a recent Civic 
Association meeting and that over 90 families had paid $1.00 each for the 
use of the Tot Lot. He strongly recommended that something be done about 
the Parish House fence. 


Mr. Bates said that he planned to get in touch with the British Consul 
and the English Speaking Union in hopes that they could arrange to have 
special services held at the Church. 


Mr, Grieger, Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, recommended a 
benefit show at the Old Academy, two dinners (Jan, and Lent), and the use 
of special offering envelopes as means of obtaining additional funds for 
the repair of Church buildings. Other projects were also discussed. 


Fr. Joseph reported that the work on the organ was progressing and 
should be completed by Christmas, He said that the old console could be 
reinstated. He also said that the work on the Wanamaker Chimes had been 
completed and that they were working beautifully.

BISHOP DE WITT DENIES

The Rt. Rev. Robert L, 
DeWitt, bishop of the Di- 
ocese of Pa., has issued 
a public denial of state- 
ments attributed tohim in 
the EVENING BULLETIN last 
Oct. 19th.

tian conscience as it outrages our 
sense of order, It is akin to and 
derives from the equally cruel di- 
lemma of war and peace which con- 
fronts the leadership of our nation 
dividing our people and dissipating 
our resources. It is against this 
painful background that I speak to 
you as your Bishop, for there are 
theological implications here which 
we, as the people of God, cannot ig- 
nore, ‘Reduced to simplest terms, the 
issue is: can a man, responding to 
the dictates of his conscience, con- 
travene the laws of man?” ` à 


“The House of Bishops of the Epis- 
copal Church,” the Bishop continued 
"issued in 1964 a paper on its po- 
sition with respect to ‘Christian 
Obedience’ in which the relationship 
between Civil Authority and the 
Christian Conscience is carefully 
defined. In this paper it is stated 
that the Church recognizes the right 
of any person to urge repeal of un- 
just laws by all lawful means and, 
in extreme circumstances to disobey 
such laws provided that such persons 
accept the penalty for such action, 
carry out their protests in a non- 
violent manner and exercise severe 
restraint in using this privilege.” 


Bp. DeWitt then noted that the 
appearance of Urban Missioner Fr. 
David Gracie at peace demonstrations 
fell within the purview of the House 
of Bishops statement, but that his 
counselling’ of young men to resist 
the draft and to burn draft cards 
did not. He added:"Let me make one 
thing perfectly clear: this partic- 
ular posture of civil disobedience 
is not the official policy of the 
Diocese. The Diocese, like our nat- 
ional Church, has no official pol- 
iċy on this matter. In like fashion 
we have no official stand on Viet- 
nam, Our membership reflects too 
many differing points of view to have 
a clear policy on this issue."

Trial use of the new Liturgy over 
the next three years will be sig- 
nificant for many reasons and two 
which many of us in the Church feel 
are of tremendous importance are: 


1) Unfettered by archaic language 
and free from rigorous conformity 
the people of God will have the op- 
portunity to “celebrate life” in a 
joyous and significant manner, At 
last, from the altar God's ‘redeem- 
ing power will start tobe realized 
as it becomes clearer to all of us 
how the bread and wine of the Eu- 


-charist are inseparably related to 


the: wholeness of this life and this 
world. 


It may well be that the: Eucharis- 
tic rite will never again be ‘fixed’ 
in some final formand that in God's 
world we can remain open to His call 
to be of service in an exciting and 
revolutionary age. Forexample, the 
New Liturgy asks us all to touch 
each other thru the exchange of The 
Peace, and how wonderful it will be 
to realize again that Eucharistic 
worship is ’a corporate action and 
not just a ‘God and me’ fixation. 
Released’ from an outmoded conform- 
ity, itis entirely’conceivable that 
the activities of the People of God 
will-be-plainly and visibly central 
in the main stream of life. 


2) Trial use of the New Liturgy 
will enable the Church to initiate 
a process which might enable us to 
overcome the cultural gap and the 
generation gap of our day and age. 
Unrestricted by outmoded forms and 
manners our young’ people will have 
the chance of enjoying the worship 
of God informs and words which are 
much more real to them than what we 
have had until now.

ECUMENICAL SEMINARY PLANS 


Plans under study for an ecumen- 
ical seminary in Rochester, N.Y., 
were outlined by Episcopal Bishop 
Nelson M. Burroughs of Ohio. 


He said the new theology school 
would be made up of St. Bernard's 
Seminary, Rochester's Catholic sem- 
inary; Colgate Rochester Divinity 
School, an ecumenical theological 
school; and the Episcopalian Bexley 
Hall, anaffiliate of Kenyon College 
in Gambier, Ohio, 


Bishop Burroughs saidat the Gen- 
eral Convention of the Episcopal 
Church that conversations on the 
proposal are being held among the 
officials of the three seminaries. 
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SYNOPSIS OF OCTOBER VESTRY > WINUTES 


A. regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of St, James the Less was 
held on Oct. 10, 1967, at-8 p.m., in the Rectory. -There were present: 
Fr. Joseph, Mrs. Jones, Messrs. Bates, Clarke, Evans, Grieger, Grimes, 
Hoffman and Meiris; and Messrs, Brett, Daly and Sugden of the Associate 
Vestry. 


Mr. Meiris, the Rector’s Warden, announced that he was being trans- 
ferred by his employer to Colorado Springs, Colorado, and he was there- 
fore forced to tender his resignation. A motion was then duly adopted 
accepting the resignation with deep regret and noting Mr. Meiris’ great 
contributions to the parish over the past years as a Vestryman, Rector's 
Warden, and Christian Education Chairman. 


Mr. Clarke, on behalf of the Property Committee, stated that he had 
received the engineer's recommendations on the repair of the Church prop- 
erty and would send copies of the report to the members of the committee, 
He will also check the financial responsibility of the contractors recom- 
mended by Mr, Eitzen and will proceed to obtain bids for the work. 


As Chairman of the Finance Committee, Mr. Clarke.also reported that the 
Church's investments. in General Precision Corporation have been sold at 
a profit of about $28,000. and that the.money had been invested in short 
term, 5% Bank certificates pending its use for restoration of the church 
property.

A regular meeting of the Vestry of the Church of. St. James the Less was 
held on December 12, 1967, at 8 p.m. in the Rectory. There were present 
the following members of the Vestry: Fr. Joseph, Messrs. Bates, Evans, 
Funk, Green, Grieger, Grimes, Hoffman, Kent, Yoast, and Mrs. Jones; and 


the following members of the Associate Vestry: Messrs. Brett, Daly, Mil- 
ler and Sugden, 


The Accounting Warden reported that all bills had been paid. On motion 
duly made and seconded it was’ resolved to made a payment to the Diocese 
of $2,000, in 1968, the same amount as in 1967, 


Mr. Yoast, Chairman of the Property Committee, reported that his com- 
mittee had held a meeting and had decided to proceed with the work on the 
roofs and masonry of the. church, Rectory and Sexton's house. Specifica- 
tions are being typed and will be mailed to contractors for bids in a 
short time. He reported that there was a leak in a gas pipe in the Par- 
ish House which had been repaired and that another gas pipe was to be 
cloged off. The Rector stated that he had receiveda request for the in- 
stallation of a pay telephone in the Parish House and this was approved

On behalf of the Committee on Christian Education, it was stated that

An‘election was then held to fill the vacancy on the Vestry caused by 
the resignation of Mr. Meiris. Mr. John S. Brett, and Dr. Joan Mary Rob- 
erts had been duly nominated. A written ballot was taken and Mr, Brett 
was elected. Thereupon, Dr. Roberts was elected a member of the Associ- 
ate Vestry... 


Fr. Joseph reported that the Every Member Canvass had produceda total 
of $7,371. in pledges for 1968, plus gifts of $500. in cash and 8 shares 
of Gulf Corp. stock. He said that the individual pledges had varied 
greatly from the current year. He said that twenty-five parishioners who 
had made pledges in 1967 and whose pledges had totaled $2057. had not been 
heard from.

115 sets of envelopes were issued 
for 1968 representing pledges of 
$7,761.80, towards the current and 
missionary expenses of the parish, 
In addition, $525.00 in cash and 8 
shares of Gulf 0il Co. stock were 
donated during the canvass period 
towards 1968 general expenses.

The plans for St. James the’ 


Less’ were sent by the Eccles 
-iological (late Cambridge 
Camden) Society, and in their 
publication, THE ECCLESIOL- 
OGIST (V. 6, 1846, p. 193) 
they are described as work- 
ing drawings of St, Mary's, 
Arnold, copied by one Mr. G. 
G. Place. The plans were al- 


so to be used inanew English ~ 


church, St. James", Wools- 
thorpe. The American church 
was to be constructed of 
dressed stone, with ashlar 
masonry in the interior and 
. the woodwork of oak, The es- 
timated cost was $7,500. THE 
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Jacob and Esau were twin brothers born to Isaac and Re- 
bekah. Esau developed into an outdoorsman and a cunning 
hunter. Jacob was a homebody, content to stay near the 
tents of his peopie.

to a Rev, Dr. Jarvis of Connecticut and adding that there were also re- 
semblances to another church, St. Michael's, Long Stanton, 


This is the point of confusion, because most later resources seem to 
have copied down THE NEW YORK ECCLESIOLOGIST'’s statement about resem- 
blances to both churches, I have not been able to find any photographs 
of St, Mary's, but I have compared the ones...of St. James the Less’ and 
St. Michael's, and I believe that the plans of St. James the Less‘ were 
drawn up from those of one English church, and that that church was St. 
Michael's, THE ECCLESIOLOGIST admits that some of its reviews were pre- 
pared from memory, without having the plans at hand, and that this had 
led to certain errors. I think it not unlikely that some sort of error 
was made in attributing the design of St. James the Less’ to St, Mary's, 
which was then copied by later publications. In any case a later number 
of THE ECCLESIOLOGIST (V. 14,|1853, p. 60) definitely states that St. 
James the Less’ is a copy of St. Michael's, Long Stanton. 


Unfortunately, this doesn't shed much light on the connections of Mr. 


Place and the Rev. Dr.* Jarvis to St. James the 
Mie less’ parish. These réviews were, of course, all 


before the days of photography, and it seems

12 CHURCH PANORAMA 


Two years ago several residents of a small section of lower East Falls 
met in the Parish House of St. James the Less’ Church to discuss 
neighborhood problems with the Rev. Ronald Evans Joseph, Rector of 
the Church. Noted in particular was the fact that the eleven hundred 
households in the neighborhood were formed into a triangle and bounded 
by two cemeteries and a railroad right-of-way. Because of this, the 
children of the community: had to go some distance from home for school- 
ing and recreation. The parents, concerned for their children’s safety, 
sought a way to provide recreation facilities locally. Fr. Joseph made 
available the facilities of St. James the Less’ Parish House and its 
grounds, and the community went toworkto provide the funds and labor 
to set a program in motion. With the formation of the Ridge-Allegheny- 
Hunting Park Civic Association, this effort became organized and a 
recreation program soon became a reality. 


After several months of door-to-door solicitation by the women and 
hard work by the men a tot-lot was constructed on the parish grounds, 
The tot-lot was blessed by Fr. Joseph after remarks and prayers by 
Fathers Hummel and Peterson of nearby Corpus Christi R.C. Church. 
About 95 percent of the people living in the community and using the 
facilities are Roman Catholics. The tot-lot features swings, a sliding 
board and a sand box. 


Full-time assistant director of the program, 
Marty Labb, coached this dramatics group 
to a District championship and a chance 
to perform at the Civic Center sometime 
in March. Marty also supervises volley ball 
and chess for adults and teens and roller 
skating in the basketball court for over 300 
youngsters, two nights a week.

THE BIBLE IS A MISSIONARY BOOK 
Gl: 7 


Every book in the New Testament was 
written by a foreign missionary. 

Every epistle in the New Testament 
that was written to a church was 
penned to a foreign missionary church. 

Every New Testament letter written to 
an individual was written to the con- 
vert of a foreign missionary. 

The one book of prophecy in the New 
Testament is the missionaries’ lan- 
guage. The map of the early Christian 
world is the tracing of the missionary 
journeys of the Apostles. 

The problems which arose in the early 
church were largely questions of mis- 
sionary procedure. 

Of the 12-Apostles chosen by the Lord 
Jesus Christ, every Apostle, except 
one, became a missionary. 

The only man among the 12 Apostles 
who did not become a missionary was

SUMMER TO BRING CURTAILED ACTIVITIES

SIET US BREAK BREAD TOGETHER" 


Jesuit scholar Edward Echlin has 
just published a magnificent explor- 
ation of historic Anglican euchar- 
istic thought entitled THE ANGLICAN 
EUCHARIST IN ECUMENICAL PERSPECTIVE 
(Seabury Press, $7.50). Offering 
much in the way of sound scholarship 
Fr. Echlin offers more in the way 
of ecumenical thrust. He begins his 
concluding chapter with the obser- 
vation that "the scandal of a divid- 
ed Christendom is most evident when 
Christians are unable to eat the 
Bread of Life at the same table." 


Then, noting that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church and the Anglican Commun- 
ion agree on the doctrine of the 
Eucharistic Sacrifice, Fr, Echlin 
makes these recommendations: 1) "As 
one way for clergy and laity to 
‘acknowledge their substantial iden 
-tity’ inthe doctrine of Eucharis- 
tic Sacrifice, we would propose that 
Roman Catholic priests make use of 
the Communion Rite of the Episcopal 
Church. This should be done with 
proper authorization and on suitable 
occasions. This would serve as a 
vivid reminder to the faithful of 
both churches of their substantial 
agreement on the Eucharist." 


2) "We also propose concelebra- 
tion by Anglican and Roman Catholic 
priests when this is authorized by 
both churches...As a further sign 
of unity, we recommend that the 
faithful present at such Services 
receive Communion froma priest not 
of their own church."

of unity, We think and hope and pray 
that the polemical epithets of yes- 
terday will never again wound and 
separate Anglicans and Roman Cath- 
olics, who share substantial agree- 
ment in Eucharistic doctrine. The 
rites of both churches reflect and 
admit this doctrine. It remains only 
for clergy and laity of both chur- 
ches to gather around the same table 
and break the same bread.

THE "NEW LITURGY" BACK IN 1549 


Emotions of joy and anger are of- 
ten and quickly aroused by changes 
in the Church service. The follow- 
ing account is by Archbishop Cran- 
mer, the. "father" of.: the - English 
Prayer Book.» It tells of what hap- 
pened when the services were changed 
from Latin to English in 1549: 


‘Whitsunday came, the new liturgy 
was read in the churches. Although 
my own part in it was only that of 
translator and editor, I..could not 
help exulting over the accomplish- 
‘ment and public recognition of a 
task that’ had taken ‘so long. My 
self-congratulation was short lived. 
The first reports I had of the book's 
reception were disturbifig and asthe 
week went on the news became worse 
and worse. The dissatisfied were not 
content to protest, they turned to 
violence. Apriest in Devonshire was 
surrounded by his congregation:carry 
-ing pitchforks anà scythes, and 
compelled under threat of personal 
injury to substitute the Latin Mass. 
Armed revolt spread quickly through 
the western countries, and while 
hasty preparations were made to deal 
with it, similar outbreaks followed 
in places as far apart as Yorkshire 
and Norfolk.”

... pathways to the past... 


The Cambridge Camden Soci- 
ety had long been interested 
în and concerned for the wel- 
fare of St. Michael's, Long 
Stanton. It and the church 
in Teversham were near enough 
to Cambridge to be studied 
at first hand by the Commit- 
tee and the members. of ,the 
Society. In1843 the ECCLES- 
IOLOGIST had noted with alarm 
that St. Michael's was poor- 
ly maintained: "The chancel 
of this very beautiful little 
Barly English Chapel is used 
foraschool, agreen curtain 
being drawn across the chan- 
cel-arch, and a common wide 
kitchen-grate inserted in, 
and projecting from the north 
wall, with a huge red brick 
chimney behind it, for the 
comfort and accommodation of the teacher (who sits within the Altar rails 
with his chair against the Holy Table) and his flock, who thus imbibe 
early principles of irreverence which must be most baneful." The situa- 
tion at St. Michael's was, unfortunately, typical rather than unusual. 
Such nineteenth-century adjustments to medieval churches were common. 
In many, services were performed in the eastern end of the nave, and the 
chancel was abandoned or put to secular use. 


MARTIN LUTHER 
+, 1483-1546 


Martin Luther, son of a poor Saxon miner, was born on 

November 10, 1483, the eve of St. Martin, for which he was 

named. During his lifetime he started a movement that was 
to make his name practically synonymous with the Prot- 
estant Reformation. Though Luther is remembered primarily 
for this, he was also a man of great culture, and a devoted 
musician. Shortly after his ordination as a priest in 1507, 
he became a Doctor of Philosophy at Wittenberg. Luther 

_ was brought up in a religious background and applied this 
to his musical ventures. He believed strongly in congrega- 
tional singing, even for women. He wrote more than 30. 
hymns, designed to renew enthusiasm for religious music. ; 
He died on February 18, 1546, in Eisleben, his birthplace.

St. Michael's was, and still is, a remarkable small parish church, one 
of a stylistic group to which the churches in Manton, Rutlans, and Howell, 
Lincolnshire, also belong. It is composed of a nave with aisles and chan- 
cel. The roof, which covers both nave and aisles, is not broken by a 
clerestory; it sweeps low on the north and south sides of the nave.

LITURGICAL REFORM 


The concept of a liturgy tied to 
rubrics and ceremonies, fixed in its 
formulas and divorced from reality, 
has definitely given place toa dy- 
namic concept of worship, alive and 


. Vital, biblical and pastoral, tra- 


ditional and contemporary; anchored 
to a healthy vast, but straining 
towards the future. 


The liturgical action would make 
no sense today if it didnot involve 
the whole congregation, priest and 
people; if it did not involve them 
consciously, actively, and not to 
be content with lifeless presence. 


Nobody should get alarmed, much 
less. be scandalized, if the new ru- 
brics for a given day in a given 
circumstance - say a wedding ora 
funeral - should provide a series

of readings, of chants, or of prayers 
from which the priest, will have to 
choose the ones most suited for his 
congregation. It is not a national 
or international disaster, norwill 
the Church collavse, the day the 
rubrics inform the celebrant that 
he is not an automaton, but will 
have to prepare, in responsible fash 
~ion, the prayer of his people, and 
that this is his primary and prin- 
ciple duty as priest. 


Does this mean goodbye to uniform- 
ity? To material uniformity - yes. 
Will uritybe-lost? Not at-all,-Un- 
ity isa spiritual and interior gift 
which manifests itself in legiti- 
mate, authorized variety. 


The day has come when we must re- 
think the liturgy as an action, as 
an artistic action, as 4 revealing 
“sien.” Once the whole of liturgy 
was the "ceremony," it had become 
almost an end in itself, Then his- 
torical, theological, biblical re- 
flection on matters liturgical show- 
ed the weakness of this concept of 
worship. Nowwe have found again the 
Church's prayer. With the altar 
turned towards the people, with the 
rites simpler and clearer, with the 
language intelligible throughout, 
with greater scriptural richness, 
we have aliturgy that is alive and 
pastorally efficacious.

aisle is only 5 feet 9 inches 
wide. St. Michael's is so 
small it can be described as 
diminutive. Though the in- 
terior is extremely simple, it possesses attributes characteristic of 
Gothic architecture at its best. It is made of stone, massive and undis- 
guised. Arcades of four low piers separate the aisles from the nave space 
the westernmost being attached to walls which project from the interior 
of the west front. The eastern arches are supported on molded brackets 
upon the chancel wall. The piers are alternately circular and octagonal. 
The north and south entrances to the nave are opposite one another; they 
fall between a circular and an octagonal pier.

When the ECCLESIOLOGIST described St. Michael's in the 1840's, though 
the chancel had been damaged and was in serious disrepair, it retained 
some of its thirteenth-century -features. The triplet window above the al- 
tar contained its original glass, and at the base of each window there 
was a projecting bracket.

HISTORY IN THE CHURCHYARD 


Last Summer, a project of copying the 
(legible) history reconded on the tomb- 
stones in the Churchyard was begun. At 
this date only a very fewstones remain to 
be copied. Upon completion, an attempt 
will be made to uncover the history of the 
various families buried here. 


Needless to say, this kind of research 
requires countless hours of searching, 
sifting through records, both church and 
public, many times without success. For 
this reason it will be greatly appreciated 
if anyone possessing any knowledge of per- 
sons buried in the churchyard, or clip- 
pings, scrapebooks, military records, mar- 
riage or burial records would let us know 
and the information will be recorded. 


One old Philadelphia name is that of 
Willing. The inscriptions onthe stones of 
(Dr.) Charles Willing, who died in 1887, 
and Rebecca, who died in 1889, are mostly 
illegible. His will states that he died 
8/31/1887, in Abington, Montgomery County, 
and names a sister-in-law, Mary Anna Beale 
and a niece, Constance R. Beale, who are 
also buried here. Other stones bearing the 
Willing name are those of Richard Willing 
Lsters, 1907-1939, and Thomas Willing Pe- 
ters, 1856-1917. Further information on 
these families will be appreciated.

The double piscina and astring 
course, which ran around the 
chancel beneath the window and 
over the door, were intact at 
St. Michael's in the 1840's.The 
seven-sided trussed rafter roof 
of the nave andthe chancel were 
painted white in the’ nineteenth 
century. The aisles were covered 
by a rafter roof which is acon- 
uation of that over the nave. 
The roof of St. Michael's was a 
sufficiently. distinguished spec 
=imen of its kind to interest 
the Brandons, who illustrated it 
in their Open Timber Roofs of 
the Middle Ages in 1849. 
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THE WISE MEN 


According to St. Matthew: Now when Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judea in the days of Herod the king, behold, 
there came wise men from the East to Jerusalem, saying, 


“Where is he that is born King of the Jews? for we saw 
his star in the cast and are come to worship him . . .” and 
when Herod heard it, he inquired in Bethlehem of Judea, 
for thus it is written through the prophet. Then Herod 
called the wise men... and sent them to Bethlehem .. . 
and when ye have found him, bring me word... And when 
they.were. come into the house, they saw the young child 
with Mary his mother, and fell down, and worshipped him: . 
And when they had opened their treasures, they presented 


“unto him gifts; gold, frankincense, and myrrh . . . And 


being warned of God in a dream that they should not return 
to Herod, they departed into their own country another 
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“way. 


The windows of the aisles had 
been considerably altered by the 
1840's, Only one contained its original tracery and glass; allthe rest had been renew- 
ed in the Decorated style. The two nearest the chancel were each of three lights, and 
it was these that had been changed most with the passage of time. There was evidence 
that they had originally been roofed under gables higher than the eaves on the north 
and south sides. 


The salient characteristics of St. Michael's, then, were its small size, its widely 
sloping roof, the arrangement of the west front with buttresses anddiagonal buttress- 
es, and its use of materials. The intimacy and beauty of the interior depended upon 
the stone interior walls, the simplicity of the arcades, the forms and materials of 
the roof, and the dignity the church possessed despite its size. St.Michael's was not 
the most elegant parish church of its period, but because itwas small and of excellent 
and in so many ways remarkable representative design, it was admirable as a model for 
churches abroad. ‘

James, the Less, near the Falls of the Schuylkill, U.S.A." was being built. under the 
inspiration of the Society. The note added that "this church is copied from S.Mary, 
Arnold, working drawings of which made by Mr. G. G. Place, had been forwarded to 
America by The Cambridge Camden Society." The editors were pleased that "the expense 
in America of building this church is estimated at only 7,500 dollars, or £1520; with 
all the arches, doorways, window jambs, etc. in dressed stone, the interior walls of 
ashlar and all the wood oak.” Their "valued American correspondent" also informed 
them that a "new church near Newbury, New York, and another near Baltimore have been 
commenced from the same designs." x ‘

They had es- 
tablished a time and place to meet in 
order to celebrate an occasion of mutual 
interest. As in our Anaphora, the his- 
torical facts giving meaning fo this litur- 
gical assembly were given: we heard of 
the couple’s meeting and of their growing 
relationship. Prayers were said: “I hope 
you'll be happy.” People expressed their 
common joy in song and dance. Offerings 
were presented by the participants in the 
form of wedding gifts, complete with an 
otfertory procession. Caught up in the 
unabashed spirit of fellowship, two people

days, and declared mutual absolution.

The celebration 
concluded with a blessing: “Good luck!” 
ft was liturgy and it was fun. It was 
liturgy because it was an assembly of 
people celebrating a common relationship 
through ceremonial acts, It was fun be- 
cause the purpose of the celebration was 
apparent to all the participants, and all 
the participants found the purpose worthy 
of celebration. In other words, the pur- 
pose both motivated and spiked-up the 
celebration, Driving home, 1 pondered 
why our Church liturgies—old or new— 
are usually not as successful as cocktail 
parties which celebrate a particular event 
—such as a future wedding, or a new 
status in a person’s life such as a career 


Perhaps this motivation for our weekly 
eucharistic gathering is not at the fore- 
front of most consciousnesses and, con- 
sequently. does not spike-up as many as 
it should to participate in this divine event 
because of our style of contemporary life. 
In our modem Church life (especially in 
metropolitan areas) the people who week- 
ly assemble from different and often great 
distances, seldom see one another except 
at this one event. In most instances they 
do not have a personal, business, social, 
civic, or close environmental relationship 
to one another. Then we ask them to feel 
and celebrate a common relationship and 
purpose. Usually they can't. They just 
can't leap the existential hurdle of being 
strangers unassociated with one another 
in any activity other than this once-a-week 
gathering. Perhaps they even feel a little 
guilty about the absence of this feeling 
of fellowship as the celebrant glows with 
exhortations about Christians being a

“community in Christ.” But liturgy doesn’t 
necessarily make a community, 

Birthday parties, for example, are litur- 
gy. They too, have vestments (silly paper 
hats), a processional (carrying the cake). 
hymns (“Happy Birthday to You"), of- 
ferings (gifts), a ceremonial act (cutting 
the cake), secret prayers (a birthday 
wish), and a communal meal (eating the 
cake). They too, celebrate a relationship 
("We are the Jones family"). They do 
not establish a relationship. That is not 
the purpose of liturgy. Liturgy may, und 
should deepen and build up an already 
existing relationship by its ceremonial 
celebration of the relationship. This 
doesn’t mean that if there isn’t a real 
sense of communal relationship then there 
isn't a liturgy. But what is the quality of 
that liturgy? If mother is in the finals at 
a bridge tournament and father is off on 
an all-important business trip, and the 
caterers are hired to preside over junior’s, 
birthday party, liturgy is still done, but it 
is a liturgy reflecting the shallowness of 
the family relationship, Because there is 
no real relationship to celebrate, there is 
no real community life to be deepened 
by this liturgical assembly. 

In the same way, if the cucharistic 
community has no real grasp of its pri- 
mary reason for doing liturgy. then the 
liturgical acts lack meaningful focus and. 
therefore, become shallow events to the 
participants. I fear this is the general 
state of our eucharistic celebrations; shal- 
low events to which strangers to onc 
another mechanically subscribe without 
any real sense of their purpose. To be 
sure, there are glorious exceptions among 
a few individuals usually scattered 
throughout each congregation. These are 
the people who, through special education 
or a spirit-filled knack, have the ability to 
rise above the Jack of personal relation- 
ship to love in the abstract, These excep- 
tions are sometimes even true of whole 
congregations. Here the cohesive factor 
seems to be that the congregation is mu- 
tually and consciously acting out a cucha- 
ristic life in a ministry to the community 
at large in which it seeks to provide Chris- 
tian solutions to community problems 
and to establish Christian goals as the 
basis for the community's future. 

Yet, for the most part, I believe most 
people find that the really beautiful and 
meaningful celebrations of Holy Com- 
munion are those at which a readily 
apparent common event, purpose, or re- 
lationship is celebrated. In my personal 
experience I think of the first Beaumont 
20th Century Folk Mass celebrated in 
this country at St. Thomas Church, Den- 
ver, the Sunday after President Kennedy's 
assassination; graduation Masses at sem- 
inary; ordination Masses; my family and 
I celebrating our friendship with another 
priest and his family on top of a mountain 
peak: Christmas and Easter celebrations; 
a Mass concelebrated with a former sem-

ALTAR GIRLS AT ST. JAMES THE LESS? COULD BE! 

The story and picture above, about altar girls at the 
Church of St. Catherine of Siena, Montreal, really isn't 
as unique as it seems on first reading. Females have served 
as acolytes at the Eucharist for centuries in places where 
male altar boys could not be had - for example, in chaples 
of convents and all girl schools. Also, Episcopal parishes 
in this and other countries have used altar girls as a liv- 
ing demonstration that in Christ “there is neither male nor 
female." We at St. James the Less' are faced with the real- 
ity that an aging congregation, together with the reloca- 
tion of all but a few of our families with young boys in 
them, has left us with only four active altar boys. When 
illness strikes or family trips take place we are hard 
pressed for servers at Mass. In fact, the Rector had servers 
for only four of the early celebrations on the Sundav> in 


January and February. Nevertheless, not being an inn ator 


or trend setter, the Rector would be reluctant to introduce 
such a new concept without the general consent of the Parish 
faithful. Think about it for awhile. Then communicate your 
feelings on the matter to the Rector, Should we permit young 
ladies to serve at the altar and, if not, what suggestions 
would you offer for our current dilemma?

The Rev. Edward Maginnis, S.J., pro- 
fessor of theology ut Regis College in 
Denver, once suggested that perhaps the 
liturgical assembly should be based on a 
specific group's common relationship to 
one another through the kind of work 
they perform in the world, e.g. groups of 
businessmen, lawyers, doctors or high 
school and college teachers. Perhaps this 
is the way to capture and to keep the 
awareness, which so easily cludes us. 
of our common relationship with all men 
through our common humanity and com- 
mon relationship to God. Perhaps, as a 
supplement to the Sunday assembly of all 
sorts and conditions of men, we should 
concentrate on celebrations that focus 
their attention on a specific purpose or 
event, or those whose participants have 
a more technical relationship to one 
another. Perhaps we should concentrate 
on Masses which acknowledge the com- 
monness certain groups of people share 
in their making of the world — sacra- 
mentally related to the ongoing creativity 
of God in this eucharistic encounter with 
Christ, Perhaps we should schedule Mass- 
es for schoolteachers and students prior 
to the beginning of the academic year.

The editors of the ECCLESIOL- 
OGIST seem to have regarded St. 
James the Less as competition 
for the buildings at Burlington, 
which they believed to be the 
work of the Oxford Architectural 
Society. 


The November, 1846, note in 
the ECCLESIOLOGIST, though in- 
accurate and confusing, at least 


establishes the fact that English 
plans for a Gothic revival church 


were available in the United 
States and that by 1846 one or 
more churches were being built 
from them. These plans were to 
be of decisive importance to 
American ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture. How the drawings came 
to America and found their way 
to Philadelphia is a fascinating

episode in the history of architectural taste. It was also a fortunate accident. 


Samuel Farmar Jarvis, son of the second Bishop of Connecticut, was an intellectual 
leader in the Episcopal Church in the United States. As a young scholar he had assis- 
ted in the foundation of the General Theological Seminary in New York, where he was 
a member of the faculty until 1820. Then, at the age of thirty-four, he left to take 
up a rectorship in Boston. In 1826 he resigned from that position to travel abroad. 
He and his family lived in Europe for nine years while Jarvis continued his training 
in ancient languages and carried on research in the history of the Church. The breadth 
of his interests and his obvious intellectual gifts led him into friendships with lay- 
men of high rank and Episcopal clergymen in Europe, and he made enduring friends in 


Italy, France, and England.

CHANGING pattern of Sunday worship has gradually 
A spread over the Episcopal Church in the past two 
decades. In most dioceses and parishes of every shade 
of churchmanship, in towns and cities large and small, 
we now witness an emphasis upon a midmorning serv- 
ice that has become, or is rapidly becoming, the prin- 
cipal Sunday service of the parish. It is often, if some- 
what loosely, referred to as the “Family Service.” 

This has wholly supplanted the “Sunday School” 
of an earlier generation, which gathered children at an 
hour apart from their elders for a snippet of “worship” 
often consisting only of hymn, creed, collect, and a 
prayer or two; or truncated Morning Prayer read in a 
gloomy parish hall, followed by a lesson taught by a 
handful of devoted women. 

Today children of ull ages, or at least from the 
primary department upward, experience with their 
elders the full life of worship of the Church as given 
in the Book of Common Prayer, This, normally, and 
we should add, properly, is the worship of the Church 
at the table of the Lord in the Holy Communion. In 
South Florida, our bishops emphasize the central place 
of the Holy Eucharist in worship and, in their capacity 
as pastors of the people, tell us that the purpose of this 
weekly parish gathering should be the Breaking of 
Bread. 

In various ways determined by the needs of the 
local situation, children are dismissed for church

Foundations of the Family Service

school classes that are taught by men and women, 
often in teams, who have dedicated their time and 
talent to a study of their subject. The adults who 
remain have the benefit of a sermon or class wherein 
the ministry of the Word is continued from its enunci- 
ation in the Liturgy. 

From a superficial view it might be said that this 
metamorphosis of our Sunday worship habits is the 
result of sociological factors: larger families, wide- 
spread automobile transportation, suburban living with 
houses at even greater distances from the parish 
church, Undoubtedly many such factors have con- 
tributed to this change. 

I wonder, however, how many of our people 
realize that these sociological factors have been quite 
secondary? The primary reasons for the return to the 
ancient canonical hour for the principal Sunday serv- 
ice, at which the majority of the parish family, old and 
young, gather around the Holy Altar, are theological 
reasons. Beyond and beneath the “Family Service” lies 
the theology of the Liturgical Movement. 

What is the Liturgical Movement? Dr. Massey H. 
Shepherd, Jr., defines the Liturgical Movement as “a 
revival of Christian corporate worship, a profound in- 
terest in the origins and meanings. of the Church’s his- 
torical forms and practices of worship, and a concern 
for their relevance to the problems of our contem- 
porary world.” 


. «+ Foundations of the Family Service 


In the history of Christianity it seems that every 
generation, or at least every ce: 
redressing the underemphasis or ov sis Of some 
phase of Christian doctrine. The Liturgical Movement 
can be described as the twenticth century's recovery 
of the Church's true doctrine about itself, of its own 
nature. For Anglic: it means once again knowing 
the meaning of the teaching of the Prayer Book that 
“The Church is the Body of which Jesus Christ is the 
Head, and all baptized people are the members”, that 
it is “the Communion of Saints” (the baptized )—that 
it is not a human organization or group of human 
organizations, but can only be understood as “the 
mystical body of . . . Christ our Lord” (Collect for All 
Saints’). So important is this that God “dost assure us,” 
by the sacred banquet of “the spiritual food of the most 
precious Body and Blood of . . . our Saviour Jesus 
Christ,” that we are “incorporate in the mystical body 
of {His] Son, which is the blessed company of all 
faithful people” (the baptized, the people of the 
Faith). And because of this, we are heirs of His king- 
dom. 


Worship’s True Meaning 

With this understanding of the nature of the 
Church, worship is seen in true perspective. The litur- 
gical worship as prescribed for us in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, heir to the Christian ages, is the worship 
of the whole Body—Head and members. It does not 
consist of the fragmented worship of separate indi- 
viduals who happen to be in one place at one time (a 
congregation of worshipers), but is the worship of the 
Body (a worshiping congregation, the People of God). 

Furthermore, this is seen to be the primary func- 
tion of the Church. A critical restudy of the history of 
Christian worship has made it clear that before all else 
—Christian ethics, social service, good works—and be- 


neath all else was the corporate worship of the Church. 
This, the Breaking of Bread—the ministry of the Sacra- 
ments, combined with the ministry of the Word (sol- 
emn proclamation of the Gospel and the teaching of 
the apostles interpreted in the light of the Hebrew 
Scriptures by the Church's accredited teachers )—this 
is the reason for the mbly of the faithful in peace, 
in war, and in times of persecution. From this and 
this alone, the Church has derived the power to go 
forth from its assembly and do battle with the powers 
of “sin, the world, and the devil,” taking Christ, re- 
ceived at the altar, into the market places, the high- 
vays and byways of the world. 


Participation 

The laity by virtue of their baptism are sharers in 
sthood of Christ. All participate as 
one family in Christ in the life and worship of His Holy 
Church. 

This understanding corrects the balance of em- 
phasis. No longer is it thought desirable that the con- 
gregation should be “dumb hearers,” sitting stolidly 
und listening to a sacred concert by a choir, or a “one- 
män performance” by a priest. The parts of the Liturgy 
that belong to the laity are no longer usurped by 
trained singers using elaborate musical settings be- 
yond the ability of the majority of worshipers. The 
people with one voice offer the prayers ussigned to 
them, lifted up in the simple, ancient melodies as 
adapted to English by Merbecke, or by the use of the 
older Plainsong (plain, because this “song” could be 
sung by untrained voices), conveniently printed in our 
official Hymnal. 

Participation in worship means that we are re- 
capturing a degree of understanding and of taking 
part in the Church's life, especially the life of the 
Church at worship, which the modern American cor- 
poration, the modern American suburban community, 
and the American government grants to the American 
citizen. If, in the not-too-distant past, men were passive 
and sought psychological satisfaction in observing—be 
it at a football stadium, in the baseball bleachers, in a 
theater, before a TV set, or in church—the man of to- 
day increasingly shows his propensity for initiative 
and self-activity (“do-it-yourself”). 

“The Family Service,” we can now say, is not 
alone a service of convenience for human families of 
fathers, mothers, and children. Rather, it is the service 
of the Family of God gathered in one place, around 
one altar, under one Head, even Christ our Lord, for 
whom His apostle, the bishop, or His representative, 
the priest, speaks, “takes, blesses, breaks, and gives” 
the Holy Food. The Family of God, in turn, unites in 
this thanksgiving offering. We pray acceptance of 
“our souls and bodies, to be a reasonable [spiritual |. 
holy, and living sacrifice,” knowing full well that, by 
reason of our sins, we are unworthy to offer God any 
sacrifice. Yet we can and do offer “this our bounden 
duty and service,” our sacrifice of praise and thanks- 
giving,

ed his way through the turmoil, 
always in pursuit of knowledge and aware of the advanced ideas within the Church. 


Jarvis asked his new friends in the Society to help him obtain plans for a simple 
church in correct ecclesiological taste which he might take home to be used as a pat- 
tern by the small, impecunious parishes which were springing up in the United States. 
The Venerable Thomas Thorp, President of the Society, advised Jarvis to consult P.C. 
Carpenter, William Butterfield, and W. Harrison, architects who had, in his view, 
prepared drawings of the kind Jarvis required. Thorp especially recommended Harrison 
because he had designed a Gothic revival church for Marston Measey, Whitshire, which 
Thorp described as ‘chaste Christian architecture’ which was also cheap. It could be 
built for £509. 


In the end Jarvis settled for drawings which were sent to him in October, 1844, by 
George Gordon Hall of Nottingham, at the request of S.N. Stokes, a member of the Com- 
mittee of the Cambridge Camden Society. The letter which accompanied the parcel did 
not specify what church the drawings illustrated. Jarvis only knew that he had plans 
for "the exact copy of a Church of early English architecture...for a small parish,” 
and that its “chief beauty is in the proportions of the Chancel which should always 
be a separate building from the Nave.” 


After he returned to America Jarvis kept the drawings until “March, 1846, when he 
visited a friend, Robert Ralston, at his estate, Mount .Peace, in the outskirts of 
Philadelphia. In the course of conversation Jarvis referred to his contact with the 
Society and the plans he had received through its good offices when he was in Eng- 
land. Ralston had heard of ecclesiology and the Society and knew of the reorganiza- 
tion which had recently taken place. Encouraged by Jarvis, he resolved to seek its 
advice and assistonce in the matter of a design for a church he vroposed to build.

AREA FESTIVAL OF THE 
` CONFRATERNITY OF THE BLESSED SACRAMENT 
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Changes Proposed 
For Trial Liturgy 


ENERAL CONVENTION’S Standing Liturgical Com- 
mission will ask the Special Convention which 
meets in South Bend, Indiana, this coming August 30- 
September 5, to authorize at least four changes in the 
Trial Liturgy. 

The Commission, meeting in Phoenix, Arizona, in 
January, examined reports from over sixteen dioceses 
summarizing lay experience with trial use. These first 
returns were favorable in a ratio of five positive to three 
Negative. 

Even those who liked the Trial Liturgy, however, had 
some criticisms of four matters: (1) the Prayer of Inter- 
cession, (2) the obligatory use of the Penitential Order 
on only five days of the year, (3) the ceremony of the 
Peace and its position in the service, and (4) the absence 
of a priestly blessing at the end. 

Though the Episcopal Church is now only in its second 
year of a three-year trial use period, the Commission 
agreed that these four basic criticisms could be dealt with 
now, in advance of other changes which may be advisable 
on a full evaluation of all reports from dioceses after the 
three years are up. 

The Liturgical Commission’s drafting committee on the 
Eucharist is planning to propose the following changes 
to Special General Convention I at Notre Dame: 


(1) A new text of the Prayer of Intercession, much 
simpler than the present text, with a wide range of 
options, and with provision for the bidding of prayers 
by members of the Congregation. The drafting com- 
mittee on the Eucharist was directed to make further 
recommendations to the Commission with regard to 
this Prayer; 


(2) A new rubric governing the use of the Penitential 
Order to emphasize the point already made on page 
19 of the Trial Liturgy but not always understood. 
that while the Penitential Order shall be used on the 
five days specified in the Trial Liturgy, it may be 
used at any time at the discretion of the priest. The 
Commission proposes to add the seasons of Advent 
and Lent to the five named days, and, for the rest, 
merely to permit the omission of the Penitential 
Order at other times; 


(3) A new rubric regarding the Peace which would 


allow its use at any one of five places: the beginning 
of the service, before the Prayer of Intercession (its 
present position), before the Offertory, before Com- 
munion, and at the end of the service. The rubric 
would allow variations in the words to be used, 
and in the manual acts, if any, accompanying the 
exchange; 


(4) Provision for a priestly blessing before the dis- 
missal. 


The Commission also plans to propose four changes in 
rubrics (instructions on usage) to govern the Old Testa- 
ment lesson, psalms sung before or after the sermon, 
music, and phrascology. 

The Commission is preparing to make a full report on 
the Trial Use of the Liturgy in 1970. The members asked, 
in a recent letter to all the Church’s bishops, for con- 
tinued use of the present form of the Trial Liturgy and 
for testing of any revised version which the Convention 
at Notre Dame may approve. 

The letter to the bishops also points out that use of the 
Trial Liturgy “is not a question of replacing the present 
Prayer Book rite, but of trying out other alternative forms 
of celebrating the Holy Eucharist.” 


The liturgical group said, further: 


“First results of the questionnaires indicate ... . a defi- 
nite correlation between the degree of preparation under- 
taken by a congregation, the leadership of the rector or 
priest-in-charge, and the encouragement of the bishop on 
the one hand; and the quality of the response of the laity 
on the other. . . . Diocesan Liturgical Commissions are 
functioning effectively, and they might be entrusted with 
a greater degree of leadership and initiative in planning 
the second period of trial use.” 

Another, much simpler questionnaire, probably to be 
reproduced locally, will be distributed after the second 
period of trial use later this year in order to get more 
reactions to the Trial Liturgy. The Commission is asking 
diocesan liturgical bodies to suggest questions and to 
send them along to the overall coordinator, the Rev. Leo 
Malania. By the time of the 1970 General Convention, 
the Commission hopes to have a fully representative 
evaluation of the Trial Liturgy’s usefulness. <

HISTORY IN THE CHURCHYARD 


One of the most intriguing names on a 
stone in St. James the Less‘ Churchyard 
is Sussex Delaware Davis, b. 1838; d. 
1924. It is interesting that his father, 
Samuel Boyer Davis, was born in the 18th 
century and that he has a living son, 
Robert Hare Davis, now in his 90's. This 
is a family which has spanned the history 
of this nation in three generations. 


Mrs. Robert Hare Davis was kind enough 

to write the following family history: 
"My husband's grandfather was a most 

unusual person, with, I am sure, many 
strange ideas. He was married twice. His 
first wife, whom he rescued, with her 
parents, in the Caribbean sea from pir- 
ates, he married about 1800.... He was 
born in 1765...they had two sons. In her 
sixties she died and is buried at Old 
St. Joseph's Church in Phila. hen he was 
70 he married again, this time a young 
lady from Phila. who was at that time 17 
years old. They had five children: two 
daughters..., and three sons, all of 
whom he named for the counties of Dela- 
ware, where he lived. The eldest son was 
called Samuel Boyer Newcastle Delaware, 
the second, my Father-in-law, was just 
Sussex Delaware, and the third, Kent 
Delaware.... Kent had no children. "Del," 
as the eldest was called had three chil- 
dren..., and Sussex had three, of whom 
my husband is the youngest. They had more 
usual names, Samuel Boyer, Caroline Flem- 
ing Hare and Robert Hare...." (Mr. Robert 
Hare Davis was born in 1877). 


A vhone call to Mrs. Davis provided 
some additional information. Samuel Boyer 
Davis, who is buried in Wilmington, 
fought at Lewes, Del., and protected it 
from the British in the War of 1812. As 
an ardent Delawarian, perhaps this was 
why he named his sons after the Delaware 
counties. 


Robert Hare Davis was cited over a 
year ago as the oldest living and active 
member of the New York Stock Exchange. 


Susex Delaware Davis' headstone is 
next to the walk from the Lych Gate at 
the place where it intersects with that 
which crosses the west end of the church.

sustained by string buttresses might 
answer if 18 inches.” He added that “it 
is common here to build walls 30 to 40 
feet high 16 inches in thickness of 
stone.” But he was comforted by the fact 
that the very small windows which accom- 
panied the heavy walls would not be cost-~ 
ly to fill with stained glass. This econ- 
omy would at least in part defray the ex- 
tra expense occasioned by the heavy mas- 
onry. 


The project for the church immersed 
Ralston in ecclesiological research. He 
was visited by the Reverend Y.R. King, 
an English clergyman and a member of the 
Ecclesiastical Society, who was passing 
through Philadelphia on his way home 
from Fredericton, New Brunswick, where 
he had been chaplain to the Right Rever- 
end John Medley. King promised that when 
he reached England he would send Ralston 
further information, and he recommended 
that Ralston investigate the ecclesiasti- 
cal tiles which were being manufactured 
by Minton. The Venerable Thomas Thorp 
wrote to Ralston expressing pleasure that 
ecclesiology had found a following in the 
United States. He suggested that persons 
interested in the subject might join the 
Society and receive its publications. 
Bishops, he said, were entitled to be 
patrons without cost to themselves. Fi- 
nally, in the late spring of 1846, Rals- 
ton and the vestry voted to use the 
plans Jarvis had provided stipulating 
that the final cost of the church should 
be no more than three thousand dollars.

COMMENT ON THE CURRENT SCENE 


“In our modern era the growth of toler- 
ation in religion has come in the wake of 
new philosophies secular in spirit and in- 
dividualistic in emphasis. This circum- 
stance has had the unfortunate effect of 
suggesting to many minds that one religion 
is as good or as bad as another, and that 
religious belief and practice are purely 
matters of private opinion. The impact of 
this outlook in modern thought has result- 
ed in the steady divorce of religion from 
other social concerns of life, whether 
they be politics, economics, science or 
culture. The famous dictum of Camille Ca- 
vour, "a free church in a free state," 
has come to mean the complete freedom of 
church and state from any interest in or 
concern for each other. The commonest her- 
esy of our times-one not always encounter- 
ed only in church-is the claim that relig- 
ion deals only with spiritual things, or 
with the life beyond death, or with sav- 
ing individual souls. But it is precisely 
because Christ redeems men's bodies as 
well as their souls, and saves them through 
incorporation into the holy society of His 
Body, that Christianity must have an in- 
terest in all the material and the social 
concerns of human life.”

Ralston wrote to the Yenerable Thomas Thorp asking for drawings of a church sanc- 
tioned by the Society, and saying that he hoped to build a “proper church ediface"™ 
which would grace the parish and act as a model for the churches which were much need- 
ed in the “coal and iron region’ to “humanize the people.” Rather than produce new 
plans, the Society suggested that Jarvis should send those in his possession to 
Philadelphia. Neither Ralston nor Jarvis knew anything about the plans, though Jarvis 
persisted in a belief that they were those of Foly Trinity, Roehampton, by Benjamin 
Ferrey, built in 1841 to 1842, a church of which the ecclesiologists approved. 


As soon as Ralston examined the plans he wrote Jarvis that he was "struck with the 
thickness of the walls - 2 feet," for he had supposed "that walls only 11 feet high

PASTORAL LETTER OF THE BISHOP OF PENNSYLVANIA 


July 23, 1969 


TO: The People of the Diocese of Pennsylvania 
In the Name of God -- 
Greeting: 


It is hard to imagine days more exciting, move challenging than these 

days we-have been called to live. The excitement of moun-landings, 

organ transplants, and the challenge of ruptured relations between 

nations and races, ate shaking the very foundations of our understanding 
PN and of our emotions, even as they shake the foundations of our life. 


It is because of these circumstances of our contemporary life that 
Christians are called, as perhaps never before, to seek the grace of 
God that they may display the cool understanding and the controlled 
emotions so surely needed today. 


It is with this background that we must view the recent events that have 
rightly caused so much discussion and reflection in cur Delaware Valley 
community, as well as elsewhere in the nation. I refer to the National 
Black Economic Development Conference and its confrontation with the 
religious community seeking help toward the redress of past end present 
wrongs. In the interest of clear understanding and calin emotions, let us 
make four brief points about this matter. 


First, let us be perfectly clear that our society must function according to 
the rule of law including the laws relative to the protection of life and prop- 
erty-and that public officials, police and courts are the proper instruments 
of that rule of law. A call to anarchy is nota call from God. And murder- 
ers, rapists, thieves, swindlers aud such should be apprehended and re- - 
strained. 


~ Second, let it be equally clear that the situation of most Black Americans 
raises serious questions about the adequate effectiveness of our rule of law, 
about the equality of opportunity for "life, liberty and the pursuit of happi-

ness" for all people under our system. Weary as Americans are of the 
charge of "white racism", it is a fact of our national life which must 
be recognized and dealt with, because it is inconsistent with the rule 

of law in our American system. 


Third, contrary to the inflammatory words of its preamble which are 
deliberately upbraiding, insulting and seditious, every indication is that 

the actual program outlined in the Manifesto of the National Black Economic 
Development Conference is not asking to scuttle the rule of law, but is 
attempting rather to make our American system work for all people. It is 
important that we keep the distinction clear in our minds between the 
rhetoric of the preamble and the point of the Manifesto itself which is the 
cry of our black brother for white Christianity s recognition of the depths 

of the despair of the deprived of the earth. As our Presiding Bishop has 
said, "There is no need to edge toward the panic button." It was said of 

the early Christians that "they turned the world upside down". It would 

be more accurate to say "they set the world on its feet". The abolition of 
slavery and gladiatorial combat in the ancient world was effected by men 
who were righteously indignant, but who brought about a peaceful transi- 
tion. And the rule of Roman law was more humane because of their indig- 
nation. In the same manner, the taking and returning of a typewriter and the 
attempted appropriation of a church, can be seen as infractions of the Jaw. 
They can also be seen as symbolic acts of protest endeavoring to draw atten- 
tion to injustices which repudiate the policy of our American system. No 
instance whatsoever of violence or threats to human life in connection with 
the National Black Economic Development Conference has come to my atten- 
tion. 


Fourth, I cherish for the Church the hope that it may, true to its calling, 
manifest both the contrition and the compassion that are the hallmarks of its 
life. We are called to be instruments of God's healing of the wounds in human 
life. May we be true to our calling. 


In closing, may I share with you the remembered fragments of a prayer which 
is much on my mind and heart these days: 


Oh, God, we call upon thee for that sacred mystery, thy 
Church, Work upon it the tranquil blessing of the Spirit, 
that thy whole world may see and know that the things which 
were grown old are being made new, that the things which 
.were being broken down are being built up, and that all 
things are returning to perfection through him from whom 
they took their origin, Jesus Christ our Lord.

In August, 1846, Ralston at last received a letter from the Rev. Benjamen Webb, in 
response to his request for assistance with details of the design. Webb's letter was 
warm and friendly. He had dispatched to Ralston plans for a second parish church 
which could be passed on to others who were eager to build correctly. They were, said 
Webb, those for “a beautiful church adapted from Teversham". In the parcel with them 
he had included various publications of the Society. Webb then gave the Vestry an 
astonishing bit of news: he stated categorically that the plans which had been given 
Jarvis were not those for Holy Trinity, Roehampton, as Jarvis had thought, but were, 
instead, designs for a church adapted from St. Mary's, Arnold.

AROUND THE DEANERY... 


Calvary Church, Germantown, has voted 
to lower the age for voting on parish 
matters from 21 to 14, according to an 
article which appeared in THE EVENING 
BULLETIN recently. The change was recom- 
mended by the Vestry and unanimously ap- 
proved at a special meeting of the cor- 
poration. 


George F. Ilsemann, Jr., Rector's War- 
den of the church at Pulaski Ave. and 
Manheim St., said the Vestry favored the 
14 year-old minimum "because an age re~ 
quirement of 18 would be an empty ges- 
ture to young people who spend the years 
from 13 to 21 in the armed forces or 
away at college.” 


The Committee on Incorporation of the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania has sanctioned 
lowering the voting age in parishes to 
18 and under special circumstances to 
14. The committee considered making per- 
sons under 21 eligible for Vestry mem- 
bership, but found this prohibited by 
state law governing nonprofit corpora- 
tions.

When the November, 1846, no- 
tice of St. James the Less ap- 
peared in the Ecclesiologist, 
then, there were in the United 
States not only the drawings 
from the church at Teversham. 
It seems to have been Benjamin 
Webb who made the mistake of 
identifying the Philadelphia 
plans as those of St. Mary's, 
Arnold. None of the parties 
concerned with the venture 
were aware at this point that 
St. James the Less was being 
built from measured drawings 
of St. Michael's, which had 
been only slightly revised. 

It was for this reason that 
the walls were so thick and 
the windows so small. 


THE DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


A collection of a dozen scrolls of very old manuscripts 
discovered in the spring of 1947 in a cave near the 
northwest end of the Dead Sea. 


Included in the rolls was a practically complete Hebrew 
manuscript of Isaiah written about the second century 
B.C. The oldest existing manuscripts of this, or any 
other, Bible book. 


SCROLL: A bock or roll of ancient times consisting of 
a long strip of papyrus or parchment, each end of 
which was fastened to a rs!!er. As one read the book 
i ue unrolled from one roller and wound upon the 
other. 


Two further questions 
raised by the item in the Fc- 
elesiologist require explanation. The reference to “Newbury, New York’ was a misread- 
ine of Ralston's hand; he had surely written “Newburgh.” The statement that a church 
was being built "near Baltimore” from the plans for St. James the Less admitted ano- 
ther American diocese to the domain of ecclesiology. St. James the Less had begun its 
missionary work; the Right Reverend William Rollinson Whittingham, Rishop of Maryland, 
visited Mount Peace in the summer of 1846 and there saw, admired, and discussed the 
English drawings. 


The Ecclesiological Society watched paternally as St. James the Less was being 
planned and constructed. In October, 1846, the contract for the church was signed; 
it set July, 1847, as the completion date. At the same time the plans were modified 
to allow the addition of one more bay to the nave, increasing its length to 61 feet 
6 inches, and a vestry was added at the northeast side of the chancel.

When a priest leaves the ministry of 


the Episcopal Church where does he ` 


go and what does he do? Within the 
past three years two priests of the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania and one from 
the Diocese of New Jersey left the 
Episcopal Church for reasons personal 
to themselves.

Orthodoxy”—the Western 
Orthodox ettempt to restore the 
cultural balance of East and West that 
existed prior to the schism of the 
Western Patriarch (the Pope) in 1054 
A.D. 


Today, the Rev. Frs. William Ischie 
and Cyril (Carl) Sendiford, former 
Episcopal priests of the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania are priests of the Western 
Rite of the Russian Orthodox Church 
Outside of Russia. Fr, Ischie (recently 
elevated to the rank of Archpriest) is 
pastor of St. Antony’s Church, 
Greenwich, Conn., and Fr. Sandiford 
is pastor of Holy Resurrection Church, 
Atlanta, Ga. The Rev. James Kenna, 
formerly Rector of St. Barnabas’ 
Church, Burlington, in the Diocese of 
New Jersey, is now a priest of the 
Western Rite Vicariate of the Syrien 
Antiochian Orthodox Archdiocese of 
New York and Ali North America and 
pastor of St. Anne's Church, Mt. 
Holly, N.J. A recent visit to St. Anne's 
uncovered many interesting facts 
about this new missionary approach of 
Orthodoxy. Some of the impressions 
made were positive and some were 
negative. First, a few observations in 
the latter category. 


The Eucharistic Liturgy of Western 
Rite Orthodoxy is a revision, in 
English, of the pre-Vatican IE Roman 
Missal, very similar to the Mass of the 
Anglican Missal, with the Canon 
adjusted to include an Epikiess in 
which the Holy Spirit is asked to 
“tranémute” the communion elements 
into the Body and Blood of Christ. 
Communion is administered in both 
Kinds from a spoon as in the Eastern 
and Uniate liturgies, or by intinction.

therefore, liturgically glorifying 
medievalism as seen through 


confusion which confronts the 
Byzantine Rite Orthodox of America 
also plagues Orthodox of the Western 
Rite. Western Rite parishes now 
function under the supervision of the 


two jurisdictions mentioned above as -- 


well as under the Ukrainian 
Autocephalous Jurisdiction of 
America and the Orthodox-Catholic 
Church of America which is 
shepherded by an episcopus vagans: 
Similar efforts under the Albanian 
Archdiocese and the Russian 
Patriarchal Exarchate have already 
failed. As a result of this lack of a 
“united front” there is no uniformity 
in Western Hite Orthodoxy concerning 
administration, liturgical usage or 
calendar observance, aswell ss 
standards for admission to the 
ministry. The man of Western culture 
and ethos who would serve Christ in 
Western Rite Orthodoxy must choose 
among several varities of expression 
before be can find a spiritual home. 


On the positive side of the picture 
there are many factors in Westem Rite 
Orthodoxy which commend 
themselves to the earnest seeker after è 
church home of antiquity as well as 
cultural comfort. The Western Rite 
movement is completely Orthodox 
and suffers none of the disadvantages 
of a Uniate body. The heritage of the 
“Mother of ail churches” is fully hers. 
There is no such thing as theological 
comprehensiveness in Orthodoxy. 
Eastern or Western Rite, the Orthodox 
are one in adherence to and defense of 
the historic Catholic and Apostolic 
faith. The Nicene Creed, the 


Scriptures, arid the Fathers form the 
deposit from which all teaching comes. 
Of the centrality of the Eucharist 
there is no question. The Liturgy 
according to the Western Rite is 
celebrated once esch Sunday as the 
principal and only service (“all the 
Lord's people at the Lord’s table for 
the Lord's service on the Lord’s day”); 
‘There Is no duplication of services iñ 
Orthodoxy, nor is there any such thing 
as a Low Mass or ‘simple celebration.’ 
The one form prevails with full use of 
music, incense, etc. Finally, the 
three-fold form of Apostolic ministry 
exists within Orthodoxy without the 
problems of interpretation and 
recognition which have always 
attended Anglican Orders. 


~C As for its background, Western Rite 


Orthodoxy had. its modern 
reintroduction in the 1860's through 
the efforts of the Rev. Joseph 
Overbeck, a scholarly German priest 
who converted to Orthodoxy. In 
1926, the Orthodox Church of Poland 
established 2 Western Rite. The 
movement then spread to 
Czechoslovakia and France. In 1958, 
the movement was established in 
America under the patronage of the 
Patriarch of Antioch, and placed under 
the jurisdiction of the Metropolitan 
Archbishop of the Syrian Antiochian 
Orthodox Archdiocese. A magazine, 
Orthodoxy, is now published bimonthly 
for the Russian group by Fr. William 
Ischie at Old Greenwich, Conn. 


The Religion editor of Time 
magazine (May 1, 1964) summed up 
the Western Rite movement as “in 
somé respects the most important 
recent enterprise of Orthodoxy.” It 
gives force to Orthodoxy’s claim to be 
a truly ecumenical church rather than 
a ‘tribal religion’ and provides ‘a new 
instrument for the re-awakening 
missionary thrust of Orthodoxy.” 
Others believe that the new church 
may help preserve the faith for future 
generations of U.S. Orthodox who 
find themselves unsympathetic to the 
Old World culture and mentality 
their fathers.” .

Dear Friends, 


The recent meeting of the Diocese of Pennsylvania's 
annual convention was indeed exciting! Due to advance 
publicity about some of the subject matter to be con- 
sidered, the convention site was practically over-flow- 
ing with newspaper, radio and TV reporters. Lights and 
cameras pointed in every direction - but especially at 
the Bishop. You'd think that with all that coverage the 
mass communications media would be able to report an ac- ~~ 
curate account of what happened. They didn't - at least 
not in the early reports. [I had to watch and read twice 
to see if they were talking about the same convention I 
had attended!] By the time accurate reports of convention 
action were circulated it was too late to avoid misunder- 
standing. 


What did the convention NOT do? It did NOT name the 
Black Economic Development Conference, or any other organ 
ization, as a group advocating violence. Secondly, it did 
NOT vote to give five millions of dollars in Church funds 
to any person, group, or cause. 


What the convention DID DO was to "approve in prin- 
ciple the recommendations of the Hawkins Committee", so 
called, which committee proposed an additional fund rais- 
ing effort on a voluntary basis among individual Episco- 
palians in the Diocese to seek massive financial support 
to assist or provide seed money for black economic devel- 
opment. And, the convention DID condemn violence oriented 
groups of every description and forbad the subscription 
of funds to them.

Dear Parishioners, 


We are rapidly coming to the close of another year and another decade. In five 
short: years we will enter the last quarter of this century. All of us are very con- 
scious of the meaning of the passage of this time and the great challenges to our 
life and to our faith that each new day brings. ‘Man, that is born of a woman; hath 
but a short time to live, and is full of misery. He cometh up, and is cut down, like 
a flower; he fleeth as it were a shadow, and never continueth in one way.” 


In our Prayer Book the same Psalm which is quoted above from the graveside office y 
of the Order for the Burial of the Dead is followed by another: "In the midst of life 
we are in death; of whom may we seek for succour, but of thee, 9 Lord, who for our 
sins art justly displeased?" Yes, amidst all the changes of life and time, God is the 
constant factor. Among all the subjectivities of life, He is the objective reality. 
You would think that Christian people believed that! I wonder. When liturgies, old or 
new; Diocesan policies, revolutionary or reactionary; power movements, black, white, 
or green; family dinners; personal pleasurers (a little extra sleep!); time factors 
(I work all week, I can't take an hour on Sunday morning to worship); - when any or 
all of these things seperate us from our "bounden duty...to follow Christ, to worship 
God every Sunday in his Church; and to work and pray and give for the spread of his 
kingdom," something is, indeed, very wrong! Almighty God is still our succour in time 
of need.

Many people reading this letter have been to Church once since 
last Spring. A few have not been seen since last Christmas! In addition, some forty- 
eight couples or individuals have failed to return a 1979 Pledge card at the time of 
this writing. All of this adds up to a very sad fact - a church without people or in- 
come dies! God forbid the day that the picture and notice at the top of this page be- 
comes descriptive of St. James the Less' Church. Only YOU can reverse the trend. nly 
YOU can make the 1970's the decade that St. James the Less lived - instead of died! 
If YOU have remained faithful, continue so. If YOU are among the missing - renew your 
promise to “follow Jesus Christ as your Lord and Saviour" at His altar this Sunday.

The ecclesiologists thought of themselves as experts on country 
parish churches only. In the end, they sent Ralston tracings of the plans of ®.C. Car- 
penter's All Saints', Brighton, as an example of a town church. 


In the course of this correspondence in 1846 and early 1847 Benjamin Webb repeatedly 
suggested that an American ecclesiological society be founded and that the English 
publications he had sent be circulated widely among those sympathetic to the cause in 
the United States. Ralston responded enthusiastically to each of these suggestions, 
and a discussion about the name of such an American society began. Some of the foun- 
ders felt that the word “ecclesiological” should not be included in its title. 


Suddenly, in December, 1846, Webb informed Ralston that he ‘and Neale “had got the 
names mixed up and that Longstanton church was the model” for St. James the Less. But 
no one yet realized that the design Webb had provided was not an adaptation but a re- 
production of the medieval original.

RECREATION PROGRAM FINALLY

The short-handed Phila.

The Church Pension Fund and will be 
founded affixed in the front of the 
Trial Liturgy booklets. 


In a related action, the Church 
House has issued a third edition of 
LITURGICAL NOTES, produced by a mem- 
ber of the Bishop's Liturgical Ad- 
visory Committee, which calls atten- 
tion to the following: `The Bishop, in 
his letter to the clergy of 23 January, 
acting on the advice of the Bishop's 
Liturgical -Advisory Committee, indicat- 
ed that, ‘In parishes where the New 
Liturgy has been well received, there 
is no reason why its regular use should 
not continue beyond the minimum six 
months.’ In’ as much as the Standing 
Liturgical Commission is, at present, 
at work on three Eucharistic liturgies, 
all of which take the shape of the Trial 
Liturgy as their point of departure, it 
would seem appropriate to strengthen the 
Bishop's permission and actively encour- 
age continued regular use. In line with 
this, parishes which have been reluctant 
to admit the existence of the Trial Lit- 
urgy, or in which it has been used but 
few times, are urged to examine them- 
selves and hopefully change their ways, 
in as much as new patterns of liturgy 
are increasing, and the Trial Liturgy, in 
spite of its 'flaws’, is, at least a 
first step toward helping people to be 
open to new possibilities of flexibility 
and language in eucharistic worship. Per- 
haps we should add that two of the three 
liturgies to be presented to General Con- 
vention will be in Modern English; one 
will be a revision of the Liturgy of the 
Lord's Supper, and the other will be a 
highly flexible form designed primarily 
for small group and informal use. The 
third order will adhere to the language 
of the Prayer Book. 


“In seeking to provide a number of 
options, the Standing Liturgical Commis- 
sion is simply recognizing the fact that 
we can no lonver think in terms of one 
Liturgy for all, and uniformity, which 
Anglicans have always held so dear, is 
going to have to be thought of in less 
static terms in.the future. We have long 
accepted variation in ceremonial and in 
the style of the ‘family’, as opposed to

ST. JAMES THE LESS' RECTORY 


Dear Parishioners, 


It is Annual Parochial Report time again and your 
Rector once more faces the very difficult task of “sep- 
arating the sheep from the eoats" in the Parish family. 
This task in necessitated by the accounting required by 
the Parochial Report of all Communicants in Good Stand- 
ing ’- those added to the list during the past year and 
those removed for failure to comply with the Church's 
minimum requirements of attendance and receiving the 
Holy Communion. 


At best, this job is very disheartening! No Rector 
or Vicar wants to believe that persons in his cure, whom 
he has come to know and love, would purposely turn their 
backs on Jesus Christ and His Church. What is worse, I 
suppose’, is the realization that most such persons have 
not become lapsed ‘purposely,’ but have simply allowed 
themselves to become lax or lazy in the exercise of their 
faith. It just doesn't seem ‘important enough’ to them 
anymore, so they abandon their religious discipline with 
few qualms. 


Unfortunately, perhaps, the Church in its institu- 
tional. role must set up rules and regulations governing 
its, life and that of its clergy and laity. It simply 
could not exist as an institution without them. Where the 
difficulty often arises is when a person allows himself 
to become lax, with respect to the worship regulations of 
the Church, to the extent that he may no longer be in- 
cluded among the Communicants in Good Standing. He has ex- 
ercised his own free will in this matter and may even be 
acting on the basis of conscience. But, this same person 
often insists that the same rights and privileges that 
were his as a Communicant in Good Standing also be ex- 
tended to him now when he no longer enjovs that status. 
Refusal of the clergy to so act only leads to bitter-

ness on thé part of the individual and, usually, the members of bs family and his 
relatives. The clergy must then b:4r the burden of accusation for being "so un- 
Christian as to refuse to baptize the children of the lapsed, present them for 
Confirmation, or marry, or bury, or a host of less important matters! 


In fact, what we must all acknowledge is that the Christian Sacraments and the 
privileges of Church membership are for the active “in the houschold of faith." To 
treat them otherwise-is to 'chetpen' God's grace-to make of thé Church something to 
be taken for granted - to be used or abused at will. Certainly, this is not what our 
Lord intended and very far from anything He ever taught! As the steward of God's 
‘means of grace, the Church has a special responsibility to see that they are dis- 
ypensed with the greatest of care [See the article: A Moratorium on Baptisms?, re- 
printed in this issue]. | 


' What, then, are the requirements for Communicant in Good Standing status? The 
requiteménts, as detailed in Canon 16: Of Regulations Respecting thé Laitij, of the ~~ 
national Canons, are (1) that each communicant be in church each Sunday of the year, 
‘and (2) that tie receive the Holy Communion no less than three times in the course of” 
each year. The only exception to rule #1 above is: “unless for good cause: prevented." 
There is no exception to rule #2! y : 

The “good causes” preventing our worshipping "God every Sundav in his Church" , 
are really only three in number. The first is when we are’ out of town on business or : 
vacation. In this case it is our responsibility to locate the nearest Episcopal. (or 
other Catholic or Orthodox) Church and to attend a convenient service. The second 
“good cause" preventing us would be if our job required us to work on Sunday [Only 
in recent decades has the Church approved of its members doing such]. Ye must then + 
seek out other opportunities to fulfill our responsibilities, such as weekday or 
evening services, and notify our Rector that we are so doing. The final cause would 
be illness, 2ither our own or some member of our family who requires our attention 
(a new mother caring for her baby would be included in this category, as would be 
the shut-in). We are then obliged to notify the Rector so that he may bring the Holy 
Communion to us at home [See the second Rubric on p. 398, B.C.P.]. Persons with emo- . 
tional or psychological problems, who miss worship on their physicians' advice, | 
should likewise consider themselves included in this category. i 


I would note, finally, that a person's communicant status is reckoned by the 
Parish church which has his 'Letter of Membership’. If he moves and/or attends 
another Parish he is required by the same Canon 16 to request a ‘Letter of Transfer' 
to the other Parish. Otherwise, he will still be removed from the Communicant in Good 
Standing list even if he is attending Church regularly elsewhere. 


During 1970, I trust that each communicant of St. James the Less’ Church will 
weigh seriously his or her relationship to our Lord and His Church and that hy this i 
time next year each one will be fulfilling his Christian responsibilities as becomes | 
a disciple of Jesus Christ!

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A Moratorium on Baptisms? 


“It is only when we begin manifesting the serious importance 

of membership and growth within our Christian community that more 
men and women seriously value their inclusion within the Kingdom. We 
can manifest this seriousness by a moratorium on baptisms, confir- 
mations, and weddings, exercised on an individual basis.” 


SURPLUS of clergy confronts the 
A Episcopal Church. THe LIVING 
Cuurcu editorially has supported 
‘one priest's solution to call a moratorium 
on ordinations, This would, undoubtedly, 
climinate the surplus. It would not, how- 
ever, challenge the cause of the problem. 
In this time of population explosion and 
increasing personal and social disturb- 
ances, we should need more men to min- 
ister to human perplexities. Instead, we 
face the crisis of too many priests and 
deacons and too few laymen who care 
enough about their ministry to support it. 
This challenge should impress us with one 
fact: our growing national population in- 
creasingly finds that the church repre- 
sents to them little of personal and social 
value, 

The reasons for this deficiency are nu- 
merous and sometimes complex. Books 
and magazines pique the church's con- 
science and commitment by enumerating 
these causes. I too, wish to submit a rea- 
son for the church's failure to represent 
ultimate value for people's lives, and to 
Suggest a solution that might so witness to 
the church's importance to God and man 
that we would no longer have to propose 
a moratorium on ordinations as a finger- 
in-the-dike solution to our crisis. Instead, 
let's have a moratorium on baptisms, con- 
firmations, and weddings! Oh, not an 
across-the-board moratorium, but a very 
Personal one administered and eased ac- 


> sording to the pastoral judgment of him 


who most personally knows the people of 
God: the parochial priest. Let's, in other

words, encourage our priests to stop sac- 
ramentalizing hypocrisy. 


RIESTS consistently conduct baptismal 
services for children whom they know 
they won't see regularly until mother and 
dad decide it’s time for confirmation. 
Then, the new communicants toddle off, 
to return again only when they want a 
gtand wedding. After that, the church will 
one day be asked to bury them. This is 
foolishness, Our casy acquiescence to 
these attitudes belies the seriousness with 
which the church regards the sacraments 
and the Kingdom of God. 

The sacraments acknowledge different 
statuses in life. In baptism, the church 
recognizes that God has created a new 
life, This new person hus been created to 
learn, grow, and serve within the King- 
dom of God. In its sacramental recogni- 
tion of this fact, the church asks the 
child's parents and godparents to vow 
that this new life will add to the church's 
ongoing life in Christ. Supposedly, the 
Priest, parents, godparents, and the whole 
congregation (if the priest has successfully 
discouraged diluting the Word of God with 
private baptism) face the font praying and 
expecting that the newly-baptized will use 
this gift of the Holy Spirit and of mem- 
bership within the church to learn so that 
he may grow, and to grow so that he may 
contribute to the Kingdom those unique 
talents which only he was created to give 
as a good and faithful servant 

Actually, very few parents und god- 
parents have this awareness of the pur- 
pose of baptism. More in casual response 
to a cultural hangover than in dedication 
to Christ, parents bring their children to 


be baptized with no intention of raisiny 
them in the church's life and teaching 
If the priest inquires for their reason fo: 
wishing baptism, usually articulate men 
and women start stammering. Why then 
should the church baptize such unforty 
nates? So they won't go to hell? Surely no 
many believe that a God “who so loved 
the world that he gave his only-begotien 
Son,” will visit the parents’ sin of apathy 
upon their children, If we must admit 
that the threat of hell is no longer a valid 
reason (and never was) for baptism, then 
only one valid reason remains: our Lord 
commanded it. He said, “Except a man 
be born of Water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter the Kingdom of God" (John 
3:5). But our Lord intends baptism us 
entrance into active membership within a 
community laboring to shape this world 
into a Christ-world that will reveal the 
fullness of His lordship over creation, So 
He instructs the apostolate, “Go ye there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost” (Matt. 28:19). 
So the baptized members of the King- 
dom are to labor to bring all men to sal- 
vation in and through the church. But 
how can we accomplish that mission if 
we aren't prepared for it through active 
participation in the church? Fr, Bernard 
Cooke, S.J., complains in his booklet, 
Christian Involvement (Argus Communi- 
cation Co.), that “90 percent of the stu- 
dents in the freshman class of a catholic 
college . . . have no working understand- 
ing of the church.” He states that they 
lack “any awareness of a society in which 
they function as a member, any aware- 
ness of the presence and activity of Christ 
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in this society, any awareness of how the 
Eucharist is the center of life in this 
society.” “Lacking this awareness,” Fr. 
Cooke continues, “anyone would find it 
difficult to understand his role- in this 
society. Unless you know what the group 
is and how it functions, you cannot genu- 
inely identify yourself with it, 

“This is the problem with many Catho- 
tics today,” Fr. Cooke asserts, “They 
really do not understand what it means to 
be Christian and they do not understand 
how this community . . . functions in the 
history of mankind, Without such under- 
standing, they have no awareness of their 
own function in the process. , . . They do 
not realize that this community is the 
Body of Christ and that through it they 
are the instruments by which he may be 
seen and contacted, the instruments 
through which he speaks and saves man- 
kind. If they do not understand these 
things, they simply have no Christian 
identification for themselves. And they do 
not really think of themselves as Chris- 
tians; they know they have been baptized, 
that they have a formal religious affilia- 
tion to put down on forms, but this is not 
the way in which they think of themselves 
as persons.” 

I am sure that most Episcopal priests 
can relate Fr. Cooke's remarks to the 
problem confronting our branch of 
Christs Church. Most Episcopalians 
“have no working understanding of the 
church" and, consequently, no real 
“Christian identification for themselves.” 
Moreover, they have no wish that they or 
their children should ucquire either un- 
derstanding or identification, in spite of 
bringing babes-in-arms before the font. I 
submit that if parents have no intention 
of giving their children the opportunity to 
become aware of themselves as baptized 
in order to be good and faithful servants 
of the Kingdom by, first, witnessing to 
their own interest in and commitment to 
the church's growth and mission, and, 
secondly, by regularly bringing their chil- 
dren to learn the strategy of God’s plan 
for his servant church, then priests should 
not share in this hypocrisy by baptizing 
their children.

my bishops don't neatly fold cope and 
mitre into suitcases and burn gallons of 
gasoline driving to parishes and missions 
to put on a grand show. They come in 
order that the church may sacramentally 
recognize a person's entrance into Ma- 
turity, and to incorporate that new status 
into adult Jabor in behalf of the Kingdom 
If an adult has no intention “to follow 
Christ, to worship God every Sunday in 
his Church; and to work and pray and 
give for the spread of his Kingdom” 
(BCP, 291), then the bishop may as well 
remain comfortably behind his desk, and 
the priest would be better off spending 
nights with his family than conducting

confirmation classes. That is far better 
than the same bishop and priest sharing 
hypocrisy through the Order of Con- 
firmation, 

The mutual consent of a man and 
woman to live together as husband and 
wife results in radical changes in their 
personal and social lives. The church rec- 
ognizes this change, blesses it, and incor- 
porates it into the ongoing work of the 
Kingdom through the Solemnization of 
Matrimony. It is, therefore, scandalous for 
a man and a woman, who have not pre- 
viously contributed their time and labor 
as well as their spiritual, moral, and finan- 
cial support to the growth of the King- 
dom, and who have no intention of doing 
so after they receive the church's blessing, 
to ask a priest to conduct this sacrament. 
Tt would be far better for them to seek the 
services of a judge. They would still be 
just as married in the sorrowful eyes of 
God's church. That is far better than ask- 
ing a priest to share in their hypocrisy 
through the Solemnization of Matrimony. 

This is not how the early church oper- 
uted. We know, for example, from The 
Apostolic Tradition of Hippolytus, that 
the fourth-century church demanded a 
witness of sincere commitment to the 
church's life and teachings before bap- 
tism. In later times, the church has sought 
to operate on the side of charity by saying 
yes to the deceit of those who have no 
intention of growing in and contributing 
to the Christian community, Such charity 
has not resulted in the response of loving 
commitment it had hoped to initiate. This 
is evidenced by a surplus of clergy in an 
age of anxiety. Now is the time for the 
church to realize that charity often says 
no. 

Men and women seek to associate 
themselves with social organizations that 
do something of value for their lives, So 
a housewife may join the League of 
Women Voters and welcome the re- 
quirement of studying the musty prose of 
legislation in order to become a more 
effective member through her increased 
knowledge. A Lecturing Knight in the 
Elks will exhaust ail of his spare time 
memorizing « speech. These fellowships 
require their members to grow through 
work in order to give greater value to, 
and to gain greater value from, the organ- 
ization. So, many of their members hap- 


pily engage themselves in fulfilling these 
requirements. How often does the church 
find itself unsuccessfully competing with 
the activities of social organizations? One 
reason for the social organizations’ greater 
appeal is that they show greater respect 
for the organization as a whole and for 
the character of their individual members 
by demanding a personal investment of 
time, study and labor. They show that 
they take themselves seriously und, con 
sequently, so do their members. 

Our clergy manifest little of the same 
type of seriousness about their own divine 
organization, Charlie Episcopalian, who 
had to work hard to become a Shriner. 
knows that, no matter how much Father 
Ecclesiastes preaches on the importance 
of church attendance and education, these 
are not really requirements for member- 
ship nor advancement, The church really 
doesn't require him or his wife to be an 
active participant in community life as a 
prerequisite to baptizing their son, Charlic 
knows too, that his son, whom he expects 
to work hard to follow his father's foot- 
steps up the Masonic ladder, really won't 
have to make but a token investment of 
time and study in order to be presented 
for confirmation. Consequently, as years 
pass, it is natural that Charlie and his 
wife and son should plan the Masonic rite 
at Charlie's funeral; the Masons attached 
more importance than did the church to 
Charlie's character and, consequently, the 
Masons were of greater importance to 
Charlie than the church. Who wants to 
be buried by strangers, anyway? 


h is only, therefore, when we begin 
manifesting the serious importance of 
membership and growth within our Chris- 
tian community that more men and wom- 
en seriously value their inclusion within 
the Kingdom. We can manifest this seri- 
ousness by a moratorium on baptisms, 
confirmations, and weddings, exercised on 
an individual basis. Let cach priest de- 
mand of parents their reason for wanting 
their children to embrace the faith. Let 
cach priest demand attendance and study 
of parents and children as security that 
the baptized will at least have an oppor- 
tunity to grow in tbe faith. Before con- 
firmation, let us demand a past record of 
serious attendance, study, and commit- 
ment that promises these same manifesta- 
tions of self-service and community ser- 
vice as an adult. Before officiating at the 
Solemnization of Matrimony, let us de- 
mand a sincere expression of intended 
family growth through service to the 
Kingdom. 

Lets make these initiatory rites into 
different stages of life real sacraments of 
Christian commitment. Besides refusing 
to sacramentalize hypocrisy, such a stance 
might perform the responsible confronta- 
uon therapy of showing people that 
priests take this business of the Kingdom 
quite seriously. Because, if we don't, who. 
will?

As soon as building began at 
St. James the Less, it became 
apparent that it would be im- 
possible to complete the church 
in 1847. Stone was hard to ob- 
tain, and the complexities of 
the project increased with each 
day's work. Ralston sought fur- 
ther advice from the Society, 
and Webb now referred his let- 
ters to William Butterfield, 
who arranged that the Communion 
plate for St. James the Less be 
made in London from his designs, 
and it was he who ‘ordered the 
tiles for our chancel" and saw 
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a- Tulemaa. 
The Bible holds the distinction of being the first 
printed book; it was first printed in 1459, 

The first Bible printed in this country was in the 
Indian language in 1663. The translation was made and 
published by John Eliot, the so-calicd “Apostle to the 
Indians.” This is the earliest example of ihe whole Bible 
translated and printed in a new language for the purpose 
of evangelization.

The Revised Version of the whole Bible was issued in 
1885.

to it that “Mr. Minton who is 
making them is to present to 
our church Tiles for the rere- 
dos as he did for the chapel 
erected at Fredricton by the 
Bishop of that See.” Ralston 
was still cheerful, for he felt sure that “the delays which have occurred are all in 
favor of perfectinz the plan and some things have been altered from tine to time as 
we gained knowledge.” he had no doubt that St. James the Less would be “considered a 
very curious church,” but he was convinced that its strangeness would be beneficial. 


The Bible is the most translated book in the world. 
It has been translated into more different languages and 
dialects than any other book ever written. 


Several times William Butterfield was called uvon to prepare actual designs. Ralston 
discovered, for example, that Jarvis had lost or never been given the sheet of draw- 
ings which included the east and west windows and the external details for the aisle 
windows. It was Butterfield who made and sent the drawings for the chancel and recom- 
mended, Ralston said, that “instead of the steps being placed together to rise to the 
platform on which stands the altar that they should be spread out more...He [Butter- 
field] says 'I have left the number of steps as you have shown across the chancel but 
have added what is called a foot pace, i.e. a sten not running across the whole width 
of the chancel but returning around the altar.' Finally, Butterfield provided Ralston 
with.a copy of the Instrumenta Eeclesiastica, A Series of Working Des 2 for the 
Furniture, Fittings, and Decorations of Churches and their Precinets, which he had 
prepared for the Cambridge Camden Society.

that we here highly resolve that these 
dead shall not have died in vain—that 
this nation, under GOD, shall have a new 
birth of freedom—and t.at government 
of the people, by the people, for all the 
people, shall not perish from the earth,

By May, 1847, the Eeclestolo- 
gist could comment comfortably 
that it was “glad to hear from 
a correspondent in the United 
States teat the Church of St. Columbus.(Ga.) 
James the Less, Schuylkill, is Enquirer. 
progressing well, and that the 
chancel has been more correctly 
arranged in consequence of a 
communication from our Society. 
The internal walls of the chan- 
cel are to be ashlar; those of 
the nave are to be ranged but 
undressed stone. All the splays 
and moulded parts are to be of 
well cut stone. There is to be 
a well-intentioned though un- 
successful rood screen; but, 
the error will, we trust be 
rectified.”

In the end not six thousand 
but thirty thousand dollars was 
spent on St. James the Less, for its manifold charms encouraged the Vestry to add 
rich stained glass and elegant appointments of every sort. The stone was gray granite 
from the Philadelphia area, the glass of the aisle windows was produced by Powell's 
Whitefriars Glass Works, London, and the designs of the original altar and font and 
the lectern were taken from the Instrumenta Eeclesiastica. The pews, the stalls, and 
the Bishop’s chair were all richly carved. In 1850 the Vestry formally expressed, its 
gratitude to the Reverend Benjamin Webb and the Ecclesiological Society. 


By 1849 the church had become so distineuished and so beautiful that the Vestry, 
deciding to enrich it further, commissioned Henry Gerente of Paris to make a new east 
window to replace the one originally installed. This was a singularly fortunate choice, 
for Gerente was one of the best mid-nineteenth century artists in stained glass. 
Though small, the window, a three~lancet group, is of extraordinary quality. It was 
praised extravagantly when it was dedicated. Some years later the firm of Gerente also 
filled the two west lancets.

With the early arrival of

22nd with the celebration 
of Palm Sunday. On that day 
we commemorate the trium- 
phal entry of Jesus into 
Jerusalem with the blessing 
and distribution of palm 
and a solemn procession 
around the church.

TRADITIONAL HOLY WEEK, EASTER RITES SCHEDULED 


Faster this year, the Church SIMMEL CAKE T9 BE BLESSED, 


DISTRIBUTED ON MARCH 8th 


The traditional English 
custom of the Simnel Cake 
will be observed at the 
Church of St. James the Less 
on Sunday, March 8th - mid- 
Lent or Refreshment Sunday - 
immediately following the 10 
o'clock service. At that time 
the Simnel Cake will be bless- 
ed and distributed to all who 
are present at the Coffee Hour. 
The cake has been baked again 
this year by Sara Jones. 


The custom of the Simnel 
Cake dates back to old Eng- 
land in the davs of appren- 
ticeships. When mid-Lent Sun- 
day came the apprentices be- 
gan their Easter holidays and 
returned home. With them they 
brought the Simnel Cake as a 
special treat for their par- 
ents and families. The custom 
became associated with the 
Church because of the Gospel 
lesson of the Fourth Sunday in 
Lent - that of the feeding of 
the five thousand. 


Recipes for the cake vary 
from a plan bread-like to a 
rich fruit cake type.

|! modern world. The Good Friday Liturgy 
then follows with the reading of the 
Passion, the solemn collects of inter- 
cession, the Veneration of the Most Holy 
Cross; recitation of the Reproaches, and 
finativ; the Communion-ef. priest and._ 
people from the reserved Sacrament of the 
Altar of Repose as the Mass of the Pre- 
Sanctified brings us vividly to hour of 
Curcifixion and the removal of Jesus from 
our midst..Everything is then removed 
from the Altar, the lights sre turned off, 
the bell peals for the Dead, and darkness 
covers the symbolic earth. 


On Easter Even the church remains in 
darkness until the new fire is sttuck and 
the Light of Christ returns to the world. 
Then is sung the Paschal Song: Exultet - 
rejoicing in the Victory of Our Lord over 
sin and death. Through provhecy:and song 
we retrace the salvation history of the 
People of God, respond in thanksgiving 
and petition with the Litany, and then, 
in the response of faith, renew the vows 
of our Baptism. As the Litany concludes, 
all of the lizhts in the church come on 
again, the joyful song of Alleluia re- 
turns, and the first minutes of Easter 
morn are greeted with the splendor of the 
first Mass of the Resurrection. All of 
our sorrow is then put to flight as the 
Christian is reunited with his Lord at 
the Communion rail and participates again 
in act that promises life without end! 


Each member of Christ should make every 
effort to be present for the fuli rites 
of Holy Week and Easter that he may know 
the fullness of the joy which the Risen 
Lord has to bestow.

The success ‘of St. James the 
Less raises the question of its 
attribution to an architect. 
Even a cursory comparison be- 
tween it and St. Michael's will 
reveal that the measured drawings of St. Michael's brought home by Jarvis had contain- 
ed only a few changes. Someone had designed a new south porch, added the chimney be~ 
side it, altered the bell cote, and replaced the Decorated windows with windows of 
Early English design copied from the single original window which was still in the 
church in the mid-nineteenth century. Someone had also restored the details which had 
been damaged or inaccurately replaced as time passed. 


When he worked from drawings of St. Mary's, Arnold, G.C. Place, at Woolsthorpe, had 
replaced a heavy porch with one of his own Early English design. The south porch at 
St. James the Less and that at Woolsthorpe resemble each other in scale, proportion, 
and in certain of their details. Either Place or an architect in his office had pre- 
pared the measured drawings of St. Michael's and made the minimal changes which seem- 
ed required. In his correspondence with Jarvis, Ralston twice referred “to "the archi- 
tect," once in connection with the addition of another bay to the nave, and later in 
the discussion over the missing sheet of window details.

The son of the second President of the United States was 
born in Braintree, Massachusetts, in 1767. He graduated 
from Harvard University, and during a period of seven years 
was appointed minister to the Netherlands, England and 


Prussia successively. In 1806 he was made professor of 
Rhetoric at Harvard, and in 1809 appointed minister to 
Russia. He declined an appointment to the Supreme Court, 
and in 1817 became Secretary of State under President 
Monroe. Ultimately he was elected to the office of President 
of the United States, where he served for one term from 
1825 to 1829, and in 1831 was elected to the House of 
Representatives from Massachusetts. He wrote, among other 
things, “Poems of Religion and Society” and “Version of 
the Psalms” as well as hymns. He died very suddenly on 
February 21, 1848.

St. James the Less solidified the connections between the Ecclesiolozical Society 
and the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States. Because it was a careful 
and expensive reproduction of a medieval model, it established the authority of the 
English parish church style which had been tentatively introduced by Doane and his 
friends. None of the earlier exercises in the mode had been of the quality of Rals- 
ton's church. Had Jarvis been given the plans of the church at Roehampton, or even 
those of St. Mary's, Arnold, as thev were adanted for St. James’, Woolsthorpe, the 
church in Philadelphia would have been a mediocre revival example or an overworked 
copy of a medieval original. Instead, Ralston, in his enthusiasm pushed the vestry 
into building a reproduction of St. Michael's. Many of the Protestant Episcopal chur- 
ches that followed in the United States were informed with its feeling for materials | 
and for simple but delicate articulation of ornament and scale. At a time when the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States was about to undergo considerable 
stylistic renovation with or without a valid model, the importance of St. James the 
Less is clear.

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RESOLUTIONS OF THE TASK FORCE FOR RECONCILIATION 
as amended, accepted, and adopted by Special Convention of 
The Diocese of Pennsylvania 


May 23, 1970 


WHEREAS we are called as Christians to a ministry of reconciliation; 
and 

WHEREAS that ministry is urgently needed in our time with respect 
to the issue of racial disunity; and 

WHEREAS on October 18, 1969, this Diocese approved in principle 
the recommendations of a special committee established by Diocesan 
Council (The Hawkins' Committee) with respect to a program of educa- 
tion and fund raising aimed at racial reconciliation; and 

WHEREAS a Task Force for Reconciliation was appointed, in accord- 
ance with the directive of Diocesan Convention to formulate specific 
plans for a program of education and fund raising; and 

WHEREAS the Task Force has completed its work and this Special 
Convention has been called to consider its recommendations: 5 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that this Special Convention of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania, having received and considered the Final 
Recommendations and Report to Convention of the Task Force for Recon- 
ciliation, hereby accepts: and adopts that report and, also, the re- 
recommendations as amended by Special Convention in session May 23, 
1970, as follows: 


A. The establishment of Task Groups involving diverse member~ 
ship from throughout the Diocese, each such group to consider one 
major manifestation of racial subordination and to develop recommenda- 
tions for action by individuals, local groups or parishes, or the 
Diocese as a whole. These task groups will be led by leadership 
teams from the Task Force for Reconciliation. Reports from the first 
series will be made to Diocesan Council by January, 1971. Recommenda- 
tions emerging from each task group will be shared with parishes, 
deaneries and the Diocese as a whole. 


B. The establishment of Orientation Programs at the parish 
level, with leaders to be trained to help such groups develop a 
broader awareness of the nature and causes of racial disunity. 


C. The establishment of Parish Action Groups, with consultation 
services provided, to develop specific programs within the parish, 
community or Diocese aimed at the correction‘of racial injustices. 


D. The establishment of an Episcopal Restitution Fund for Black 


self-determination projects and the establishment of a Restitution 
Fund Commission composed of Black Episcopalians (clergy and lay) to 
‘administer the Fund in keeping with the principles of self-determination. 


(more) 
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E. The establishment of an ongoing campaign for the Restitution 
Fund to elicit responses from individuals, parishes, the Diocese and 
other Episcopal institutions with a particular focus on an annual 


Reconciliation Sunday (June 7 this year). 


F. An initial corporate pledge to the Restitution Fund in the 
amount of $500,000 from assets of the Diocese (Church House or equiva- 
lent) to be made properly and legally available by action of Diocesan 
Council with approval where necessary of the Standing Committee or 
other appropriate body of this Diocese. 


G. The appointment by the Bishop and Diocesan Council of a 
Diocesan Self Study Group to determine whether any of the resources 
or practices of the Diocese reflect or perpetuate racial alienation 
or subordination, and to report to Diocesan Council by January 1971. 
Consultation services shall be provided to add perspective to the 
study, such as the services of a local or national organization or 
a university. Female representation on the Self Study Group shall 
reflect the ratio of women communicants to all communicants in the 
Diocese. 


H. The appointment by the Bishop and Diocesan Council of a 
continuing Reconciliation Committee, the appointment on the recommenda- 
tion of this Committee of a full-time Reconciliation Program Coordinator 
to administer the aforementioned program and the appropriation of 
$25,000 for the first twelve months’ operation of the program.

The plans Ralston had acquir- 
ed in his negotiations with Jar- { 
vis and the Ecclesiological Society remained available to architects of later Ameri- 
can churches. Fortunately, St. James the Less possessed features, such as the west 
buttresses, the huge diagonal buttresses, and the chimney by the little south porch, 
which may be recognized when copied in later churches. The widespread use of the deep 
chancel after 1846 should not be attributed solely to the influence of St. James the 
Less, however; this feature was much discussed in the literature of the ecclesiologi- 
cal movement, it appeared in Pugin's illustrations, and it was mentioned in almost 
all the advice to church builders published in England and the United States after 
1841. Jarvis understood its importance, and Doane seems to have had Upjohn duplicate 
the chancel of Shottesbrook at St. Mary's, Burlington, because of this requirement. 
It was, however, at St. James the Less that the full possibilities of the chancel were 
revealed for the first time in the United States. Laymen and clergy could see the cor- 
rect medieval proportions and relationships of the chancel and nave volumes and the 
was in which the two appeared externally as one and yet separate entities interrelated 
by their function as parts of a whole. St. James the Less displayed, as well, princi- 
ples of architectural design, a sense for materials, a feeling for pervasive scale, 
and an expression of function in design which Americans instinctively understood and 
enjoyed, and from which they were to profit.
